Mamola dominates 
John Player Gold Cup

DONINGTON PARK, ENGLAND, APR. 17-18 


Randy Mamola served notice that the new 
XR40 Suzuki Gamma will be a force to be 
reckoned with in the 1982 GP season when 
he broke Yamaha's so far unbeaten line of 


successes this year with a con- 
vincing three for three win over 
Barry Sheen's OW60 Yamaha 
at the Donington Park Inter- 
national meeting at Britain's park- 
land circuit. 

Helped considerably by his mas- 
sive eight and a half inch Dunlop 
rear slick, Mamola came from behind 
each time to win in relatively 
untroubled style. “The new tire takes 
a bit longer than the old narrower 
ones to warm up,” he said after, “so 
with only two warm-up laps and the 
cool weather I took Dunlop's advice 
and stroked it for the first few laps. 
The bike really ran good, and I'm 
looking forward to Austria." 

Randy's first win came in front of 
12 million TV viewers in a live tele- 
vised race on the Saturday, when in 
blustery, cold conditions he was run- 


ning in the bottom half of the top 10 
after three laps when UK Suzuki 
teamster Keith Huewen unloaded in 
front of him exiting from the tricky 
McLeans right-hander. Mamola was 
forced on to the grass for about 75 
yards, but kept it upright, although 
he lost may places. He must have 
been quite relieved therefore when 
the race was stopped to allow the 
injured Huewen to be removed by 
ambulance, restarting as a new race 
from a grid line-up. This time Randy 
made no mistake, and steamed past 
Sheene and the UK factory Hondas of 
Ron Haslam and Aussie Wayne 
Gardner to take an easy win. 

The following day was sunny but 
still cold. Main event was the presti- 
gious John Player Gold Cup, run in 
two 20-lap legs of the 1.91 mile track. 
Last year's winner Mamola again 
took three laps to make his move, 


passing Sheene and current British 
Champion Bob Smith on his privat- 
eer RG to win by a convincing seven 
seconds. Randy also posted fastest 
lap of 1:15.6, a speed of 93.20 mph. 
South African Kork Ballington's 
KR500 Kawasaki was a disappointing 
sixth, seemingly unable to cope with 
the privateer Yamahas and Suzukis. 
Kiwi Stu Avant in particular gave 
him a hard time for the 20 laps on his 
new Mk. 7 RG500, before falling 
back in the last two laps to finish 
eight. 

For the second leg Sheene, a 
Michelin-shod rider for many years, 
threw a scare into the French com- 
pany's representatives by acquiring a 
rear Dunlop tire. In fact, 1t stayed 
leaned against the wall of his garage, 
but the message was clear: “Come up 
with the goods, or I switch." 

At the start Smith took an early 
lead, but was nailed on the first lap by 
both factory riders, who then pro- 
ceeded to wage a battle royale for the 
full 20 laps in front of a 20,000 crowd. 
Mamola led throughout, with Sheene 
sraining every nerve to pass him, 
nevermorethanacoupleof lengths behind. 
Though Barry put in the fastest lap 
of the day at 1:14.8 (94.20 mph), he 
was never able to catch the flying 
Suzuki in spite of a tremendous last 
corner effort which saw him just half 
a length behind at the flag, with 
Randy ahead by .1 seconds. Behind, 
Frenchman Bernard Fau got the bet- 
ter of Smith for third on his first ride 
ona privateer Mk. 7 Suzuki. (Fau was 
axed from the Sanvenero factory team 
after someone with a greater sponsor- 
ship package came along.) Balling- 





ton retired on the second lap with 
unspecified engine problems, and was 
reportedly mighty upset that.Kawa- 
saki had sent him a practically brand- 
new machine after he'd spent the 
whole of last season gradually hon- 
ing the previous model to the verge of 
beinga GP winner. Avant wound up 
sixth overall in this race and on com- 
bined standings: Mamola was natu- 
rally first, and Sheene second, with 
Fau third. 

The eight and a half inch Dunlop 
rear tire which has apparently given 
Randy and Kenny Roberts such an 
edge over the competition is appar- 
ently very difficult to construct, 
according to Dunlop Racing chief 
Derek Freathy, hence the fact that for 
‘82 its circulation will be restricted to 
these two riders plus Ballington — 
the team leader in three of the four 
Japanese teams. Honda probably 
wouldn't want the tire even if it were 
available to them, since the increased 
drag goes against their NS500 policy 
of building a low, light, slippery 
machine. Privateer sales are expected 
in “about a year’s time — possibly a 
little more," according to Freathy. 
Expect a big market in modified 
swingarms and five inch wide rear 
wheels to accomodate the new 
monster. 

In other events, Honda strolled the 
Streetbike race, with Haslam recover- 
ing from his pre-Match Races fall to 
hold off Gardner and set a new class 
lap record on his CB1100R. The 
Superbike race (equivalent to U.S. 
Formula 1) went the same way, but in 
the British TT Formula One race 
Roger Marshall's Suzuki wona titanic 
dice with Wayne Garnder's Honda to 
score his second win in the series, 
after both riders had led for several 
laps. Gardner slowed at the end with 
engine trouble after a piston clouted 
a valve, but kept it running on 3 cyl- 
inders to cross the line fractionally 
ahead of New Zealand privateer Dave 
Hiscock's Suzuki, who beat factory 
Honda rider Ron Haslam into fourth 
spot. Hiscock's bike is one of the 
most interesting to appear on the 
British scene for some time, and the 
first monocoque-framed four-cylinder 
four-stroke to be seen yet in TT For- 
mula racing. Designed and made in 
New Zealand, the bike obviously re- 
presents a considerable threat to the 
factory teams, now standing second 
in the Championship ahead of both 
Hondas and all the works Suzuki rid- 
ers bar Marshall. Hiscock's neat but 
forceful riding is obviously a factor. 

Final major race was the 250cc, in 
which British Armstrong machines, 
powered by the Austrian Rotax 
engine, scored still more success in 
their total domination of U.K. 250cc 
racing: Steve Tonkin scored easy wins 
in both races, only troubled in the 
first by teammate Aussie Jeff Sayle, 
who was however forced off the track 
by someone else's crash early in the 
second race, and retired as far too far 
behind to be able to make an impres- 
sion. 

The expected challenge from the 
rival Waddon-Ehrlich team never 
materialized: Tony Head — fourth at 
Daytona — crashed on the warm-up 
lap of the first race, and finished well 
downfield in the second. Teammate 
Richard Schlachter, having at last 
secured the factory ride he’s been 
dreaming of for so long, saw all his 
hopes turned to ashes when after a 
slow start in the first race, he unloaded 
heavily on Donington’s treacherous 
surface, breaking a wrist, grinding a 
little toe away to the bone, and losing 
a lot of skin. Though Waddon team 
chief Bernard Sheerin wanted to get 
Richard treated at a Harley Street 
clinic, Schlachter flew home the next 
day fora skin graft. A sad end to what 
had promised to be the start of some- 
thing big for the Connecticut rider. e 
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VICTORY IN THE 
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Team Suzuki Enduro rider Jeff 

Fredette just wrapped up an impressive 
win for Suzuki. He piloted his “Full 
Floater” РЕ-175 to First Place Overall 
at the Burr Oak National Champion- 
ship Enduro near Rose Lawn, Indiana.

de Espanan is also now a part of the 
California Series. 

V.O.T.E.'s competition co-chair- 
men, Andre -Plouffe and Steve Hol- 
land headed the section selection, 
with plenty of help from Bob Morris 
and Jay Ebinger. 

Section three, manned by Holland, 
merited the Laid Back/Far Out-Award 
for Arresting Ambiance. Steve and 
his young section assistant, Lenny, 
decided to tape record the entire entry 
asitrode through their section. Then 
they played back the tape during the 
second loop, unexpurgated and 
everything. 

The killer section on Saturday 
proved to be number five. Nobody 
three'd it. Or two'd or one'd or cleaned 
it.

The Expert battle, with Schreiber 
riding exhibition, figured to be a 
Dwaine Walters’ show. Matt Prit- 
chard, number two in the ATA last 
year to Walters, was spectating, hung 
up ina time warp between selling his 
old bike and receiving his new bike. 

Dwaine started poorly. The first 
loop scores showed: Schreiber 14, 
Michael Lauxen 37, Oli Thordarson 
46, Walters 48. Bernie had six of the 
19 cleans while Lauxen had five. No 
other rider had more than two. 

Walters rebounded smartly on loop 
two, tallying just three points more 
than Schreiber. Bernie upped his clean 
count to 11 of 16 rides, but his score 
climbed to 20 while Walters turned in 
a 23 with seven cleans. At day's end, 
the points read: Walters 71, Lauxen 
79, Thordarson 89, Kipp Webb 95. 
Schreiber headed to the airport with a 
total of 34 points. 

Walters dropped just 36 points on 
Sunday to win both ATA and State 
honors with a score of 107. Michael 
Lauxen finished second with 143, 
followed by Kipp Webb with 166. 

Rob Walters, Dwaine's brother, won 
the ATA Amateur class with a 160 
while Ted Feland topped the State 
Amateurs with a score of 156.

AMA One Day Qualifier Series: Round 5 


Athens One Day 
steamrolled by 
Cunningham

ATHENS, OH, APR. 18 


Husqvarna's Terry Cunningham turned on 
the juice to post best individual score in the 


Ohio round of the ISDE Qualifier Series. 
Cunningham's 1089 point score provided 


him with a 28 point (seconds) 
margin over Kawasaki's Fritz 
Kadlec, who turned in a 1117 
point tally. This was Cunning- 
ham's second straight top score and 
win in the 250cc Intent class. Kadlec 
took second in that class in the Athens 
M.C. sponsored event. 

Dick Burleson, back in action after 
a short layoff to let a broken bone in 
his left foot heal, took the 175cc 
Intent win. Burleson bumped up the 
displacement of his 125cc Husqvarna 
to 175cc using a kit he has been devel- 





oping as part of his R&D work with 
Husky. Burleson also posted the third 
best overall score at 1124. 

Kawasaki's Jack Penton turned in 
an 1129 point ride to top the 125cc 
Intent ranks while Husqvarna rider 
Wally Wilson was five points back at 
1134 for the fifth best score and the 
Open Intent win. 

Randy Mastin, aboard a Honda, 
ended Can-Am rider Bob Pearce's 
winning streak in the 4-stroke Intent 
class. 

'The hosting Athens M.C. used a 
three loop course which had the gas 








stops and the special test area organ- 
ized all around the club's grounds. 

The first riders were out at 7 a.m. 
and were quickly at the first grass 
track test. Jack Penton, the sixth rider 
out, turned in the third fastest time 
for the test on his one-two-five. Burle- 
son and 125cc Intent class rider Mike 
Melton turned in identical scores for 
a tie at second fastest. Cunningham 
let it be known he was in a winning 
mood with a blistering ride to put 
him in command from that point on. 
More than a few riders went down in 
quick fashion as the track surface was 
rapidly churned into mud in many 
sections. 

Loop one was 40.8 miles in lenght 
with the second loop being 49.1 miles 
long. The third loop was on the trail 
used for loop one, only in reverse 
direction. Most riders hit their gas 
stops with time to spare for mainte- 
nance. 

The second grass track test came 
after the second gas. Team Maico's 
manager Dick France saw the efforts 
of both Frank Stacy and Ray Cos- 
grove come to a halt. Stacy retired 
after reinjuring the shoulder he had 
banged up in the Tennessee round. 
“The accident happened when I began 
to push myself after I got a flat on the 
trail between checks four and five,” 
said Stacy. “The trail dropped into a 
creek bottom and that's when I went 
down. I was so stiff when I got to the 
gas stop I could hardly use the 
clutch." 

Cosgrove split the seam on his 
exhaust pipe. He ran the grass track, 
but was losing so much power he 
decided not to continue. 

Many riders bettered their first times 
on the test, but Cunningham had to 
do it the hard way. “Everyone was 
saying to hit the creek jump hard," 
said Cunningham, “зо as I ap- 
proached it I was really moving. Unfor- 
tunately, I hesitated just a bit, causing 
me to land on the opposite bank 
instead of past it and I went down 
hard." Cunningham still turned in a 
run five seconds faster than his first to 
retain command of the individual 
scoring. 

The win in the 125cc Intent class 
was going down to the final (MX) test 
as Penton gained three points on 
Melton leaving Melton a slim four 
point (second) advantage. 

The final test, run MX style, would 
be four laps on the 1.2 mile course. 
Penton, Melton and Burleson were 
among the riders in heat one. Penton 
grabbed the lead on the dead-engine 
start, but as the field came to a long, 








steep downhill midway through Jap 
one it was Burleson in the lead. Two 
laps later Penton was back in front 
after stuffing it underneath Burleson 
in a tight turn. Melton’s chances of 
winning the 125cc class came to an 
end when the engine seized. Penton 
won the moto and the 125cc class. 
Melton was slowed, but not enough 
to drop him from second. 

“We old men were just cruising,” 
said Penton of his battle with Burle- 
son. 

Burleson said, “Jack made a good 
move to pass me and I was playing it 
a bit safe. I almost caught him at the 
finish." 

Cunningham had to chase Kadlec 
for the lead in the second heat. On the 
second. lap Cunningham made his 
move just off the downhill. He took 
the lead, the win and, with the fastest 
time, the best individual score. Kadlec 
finished six seconds back. 

“I could catch Fritz in the corners 
andI thought I would hit him several 
times because he would nearly stop 
and then motor me on the straights. I 
knew I had to pass him on the down- 
hill," said Cunningham. 

Husqvarna's Mark Hyde, who had 
been holding the lead in the Open 
Intent class throughout the day, saw 
his chance for a win evaporate when 
he broke his bike's chain. Wally Wil- 
son grabbed the opportunity for the 
win. ©

Burr Oak a morale 
booster for Fredette

ROSELAWN, IN, APR. 25 


Jeff Fredette from nearby Tinley Park, Illi- 
nois, put his experience at riding the terrain 
of northern Indiana to good use as he 
emerged with the overall win at the Burr Oak 


National Enduro. Deuces were 
wild in Roselawn, as five of the 
AA riders turned in scorecards 
showing that idential point loss, 


but Fredette’s were the best since he 
zeroed both emergency checks. 
"I needed a morale booster," de- 


clared Fredette‘after the rún. “Until: * 


now I only had one National point to 
my credit." Fredette and John Fero 
are contesting the 1982 Nationals on 
PE 175s under limited sponsorship 
from Suzuki.

Fredette. 

Fero turned in a scorecard showing 
six points lost which is usually not a 
bad score. While it earned him high 
point in the 200cc AA class, it was 
good for no more than 10th overall. 

“Truthfully this should have been 
aOrun,’ Husky rider Terry Cunning- 
ham admitted. '"T'here was no reason 
to drop more than five seconds but I 
endoed just before the first gas which 
cost mea point and in the last section 
was momentarily uncertain as to 
exactly how the trail went so I slowed 
down enough to read some other rid- 
ers’ numbers and lost another point.”’ 

He was beaten by a few seconds at 
the emergency checks by Can-Am’s 
John Martin, who was second overall 
and high point Open AA, and his 
fellow Husky rider Mike Melton. 
Kawasaki's Fritz Kadlec had the other 
score of two while the remaining AA 
riders were clustered right behind. 

Only Kawasaki's Drew Smith, who 
held the early season lead going into 
this event, might have considered the 
day a “bummer” after transmission 
trouble forced him out early. 

Riders covered a total of 110 ground 
miles, with the last 10 proving to be 
the real point-takers. At this point 
the trail wound through a grove of 
poplar saplings. One rider was heard 
to remark that he felt the layout crew 
could have considered widening the 
trail a little more instead of just cut- 
ting notches in the trees at handlebar 
height. 

However, in spite of the many 
tight woods sections that ‘‘seemed to 
go on forever," a large percentage of 
the over 360 starters turned in score- 
cards at the finish. Additionally, scores 
were close within the three separate 
classes. 

Husky rider Mike Keen emerged as 
the high point man in the A class as 
he dropped only five points for the 
day. 

Wally Wilson, who is contesting 
the ISDE Qualifiers on a Husky, 
made the jump to A class rider by 

` finishing on top in the В class witha 
loss of 11 points. 

Burr Oak Enduro is sponsored by 
the Midwest National Enduro Riders 
Association which has been putting 
on this run for 19 years, 16 of them as 
a National event. Included in the 135 
member group are riders with decades 
of experience in organizing and lay- 
ing out of off-road events. Their 
design was to offer an event that 
would challenge all levels of riding 
skills but not necessarily in identical 
ways. 

This year’s president is Wendell 
Hicks, who admits to being ''over 
39." At that rate he has probably been 
riding since he was a year old and 
laying out enduros since he was 12. 
Between events he spends many hours 
in the PR work necessary to keep a 
run of this scale going for so many 
years in an area where real estate 
values have skyrocketed in the last 
decade as metropolitan Chicago creeps 
south and east. His efforts reap count- 
less benefits in satisfying the demands 
of local citizens and civic leaders 
while insuring continuance of a run 
that is easily accessible to riders from 
across the upper Midwest. 

The club also claims Bill Baird, #2 
all-time enduro riding champion as 
one of the hardest workers. His kind 
of dedication to the sport goes far 
beyond the recognition he received 
when riding and keeps alive the event 
for his current challengers to enjoy. 

One MNERA member was only 
there in spirit this year. Carl “Асе” 
Mataya passed away in the last year. 
He was long-considered the layout 
engineer of this event and in his 
memory, the club established a tra- 
veling trophy which will be awarded 
annually to the overall winner of the 

- -event. USZISZZIRESSIIERITITITU 
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Scores overall were deceptively low. 
One reason for this was the fact that a 
long section of tight woods and 
swamp in Naked City were replaced 
by a re-set at the last minute because 
the ground is still over-saturated in 
many areas as the Kankakee River 
remains as near-flood stage. Being 
able to get on time, however, in no 
way meant that riders had an easy 
day. 

“It was a beautiful run bit I didn't 
think it was ever going to end," was 
the way a Wisconsin rider summed 
up his day. Others bore marks of the 
tight woods on their fingers and 
necks. Husky rider Ron Ribolzi 
thought it would be nice if brush 
guards would become fashionable 
again. 

With checks positioned to catch 
riders early as well as late, there were 
some who found the hot points doing 
more damage to the scorecard than 
the late ones. Fredette's only two blem- 
ishes came from being a minute early 
at check seven, while Jack Penton, 
who had run late at the previous 
check, tried to make up for it at check 
10 and overdid it by two minutes. 

Northern Indiana was a new rid-. 
ing experience for several participants. 
The area around Roselawn is the bot- 
tom of Beaver Lake which was drained 
at the start of the century. As a result 
theriding surface is sand-based. Some 
riders were surprised to find how 
many different ways sand could throw 
off their control. 

In the early miles, boggy sections 
were common. After the first hundred 
bikes went through, some of these 
deteriorated into swamps with the 
characteristics of quicksand which 
grabbed the front wheels and pulled 
them down into foot-deep ruts. 

Midway through the run were fast, 
sand-based trails through thick pine 
woods. This was some of the most 
pleasant riding in the enduro and 
several riders laid back a little and 
rode with the flow. Near the end of 
the run, they crossed a section of 
dunes where a little over-applied 
throttle at the wrong moment put 
some of them into a "tail wagging 
the dog" styleof riding. Several spins, 
near-misses and spectacular saves 
entertained tbe spectators at this point 
and made for good post-ride conversa- 
tion while the scorekeeping crew was 
in seclusion four miles from the Rose- 
lawn American Legion Post which 
served as staging area. 

With no checks challenged, their 
job was completed with relative ease. 
Trophy presentation came before dark 
and most riders departed tired but satis- 
fied which translates into "success" 
in any enduro sponsor's handbook.

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Daytona 200’s youngest competitor

R.J. Gamble, Jr., at the age of 16, has fulfilled a dream. On March 7, 1982, just 
over two months shy of his 17th birthday on May 15, he became the youngest 
rider to ever participate in the Daytona 200. Although his ride came toanendon 
the 17th lap of the event, Gamble had established a goal he set for himself one 
year earlier. 

Gamble received his Professional Expert license on his 16th birthday, having 
been recommended by WERA’s president Peter Frank as a rider “of demon- 
strated ability.” He had amassed a solid list of achievements and points in both 
WERA Superbike and 250cc Lightweight racing during the 1980 season. At 
AMA’s discretion, a rider may obtain a license upon recommendation and 
verification from a recognized non-AMA sanctioning organization. 

A conversation with Gamble is punctuated with “Yes sir," “No sir,” and 
“Thank you.” He is polite and poised beyond his years. His racing efforts are 
mainly characterized as “we” rather than “T” because his family -- mother, 
Jeanie, father, Bob, and sister, Renea -- play a very big part in everything he does. 

“The whole family goes to the races," says his proud mother. “R.J. doesn't 
run unless Mom and Dad are there. His sister Renea is his biggest fan. Unfor- 
tunately she's had to curtail her race going since she began going to college at 
LSU." 

What is R.J. -- which stands for Robert Julian -- like at home? He's a junior at 
Bethany Christian School and is six feet, one inch tall with brown hair and blue 
eyes. He weighs in at 165 pounds. 

Gamble, when he has spare time, likes to ride his bicycle and unicycle or go 
skateboarding. He is a wiz at video games. “They're good to play because they 
develop your reflexes,” he says. He goesout on dates once a week and also spends 
one night each week at a Christian youth rally. The rest of the time is taken up 
with school work and endless hours spent in the machine shop behind the 
family's home in Baton Rouge, Louisiana, working on his race bikes. 

“Last year his finishing positions in the Superbike series weren't that high," 
says Mrs. Gamble. “However, we felt that R.J. needed a year of experience of 
running in the fast lane to temper him. We didn't want him to have the fastest 
machinery. He learned to be smooth and a lot тоте.” 

Is R.J. Gamble just another up and coming racer or does he have that certain 
spark and dedication that will earn hima factory contract in years to come? Only 
time will tell. However, if faith, dedication to the sport and the will to succeed 
count, then you will be hearing more about him. 


How does it feel to be the youngest 
rider to have ridden in the Daytona 
200? 

It feels great. I was afraid we weren't 
going to make it. We had a lot of 
engine trouble. We were blowing 
motors left and right like a lot of 
other people. Not only that, but I was 
eighth alternate and that really had 


me down. We knew they would take 
five alternates as of Saturday night. 
On Sunday morning the AMA called 
my motel and told my dad we were 
racing. We headed out to the track 
and took a stock street motor out of 
my friend's -- Marvin West -- Kawa- 
saki and had to rush to get it together 
in time. It was a pretty hectic morn- 


ing and I didn't really have time to 
think about the circumstances. 

In 1981 we went to Daytona to 
watch because I was only 15 and 
couldn't get a license. I knew I was 
going to. get my full pro license the 
day I turned 16, so I wasn't too dis- 
appointed. One of my friends was 17 
and he thought he was goingto make 
the field for the 200, but he didn't. I 
had planned, even before that, that I 
wanted to be the youngest rider to 
compete in the 200. 

At the beginning of this year I sent 
my license application to the FIM. 
They sent back the application -- for 
a one year license -- stamped “Чоо 
young." However, they did grant mea 
one time license to compete at Day- 
tona. So, in the end we achieved our 
goal. 

Were you disappointed that your ride 
lasted only 16 laps? 

Yes, quite a bit. The stock motor was 
running really good and keeping up 
a decent pace -- for a stock motor. On 
lap 17 I was going down the back- 
stretch when the countershaft sprocket 
backed off. That was it for me. I 
believe if I could've run one of our 
good engines I would have finished 
fairly well. 

Being issued a full Expert professional 
license at the age of 16 is a testimony 
to your racing talent. When did you 
begin racing? 

I started racing at the age of five. My 
dad was racing motocross at the time 
so I just started in motocross and then 
I switched to dirt track when I was 
about nine. I didn't begin road racing 
until I was 13, so I've only been road 
racing for about three years. 

I think having raced motocross 
and dirt track before turning to road 
racing has helped me a lot. In moto- 
cross you learn how to brake for 
corners while dirt track taught me 
how to slide the bike through corners. 
I believe anyone who has a back- 





ground in dirt riding, like Kenny 
Roberts, Eddie Lawson and Freddie 
Spencer, makes a better road racer. 
How do you balance your education 
with your racing program? 

It’s tough. However;the private school 
I go to -- Bethany Christian School -- 
allows the student to progress at his 
or her own pace. What I do before a 
big race where I will be away from my 
studies for a period of time, is to work 
ahead so that when I return I'm not 
really behind. Sometimes, I'll have to 
do two or even three weeks worth of 
work ahead just to be able to go to an 
event -- like the Seattle (Washington), 
Superbike round last year. It's hard, 
but it's been- worth it. I've been very 
fortunate in that the teachers and ad- 
ministrators understand my situation 
and allow me a bit of leeway. Even 
though I do take the time off, I've 
managed to keep up a straight B 
average. 

How do your classmates react to hav- 
ing a well-traveled sports figure in 
class? : 

They don't treat me any differently 
than anyone else. Oh, when I come 
back from a race they may ask me 
about what it was like and where I've 
been, but that's about it. They all 
think it's pretty neat that I've been 
able to do it. 

Why did you choose racing and not 
some other sport like baseball or bas- 
ketball? 

I guess it goes back to starting racing 
at the age of five. I like anything with 
wheels. You could say if it has any- 
thing to do with wheels then I can do 
it. Other sports, like baseball or bas- 
ketball don’t come natural to me 
although I enjoy them. However, 
nothing compares with motorcycle 
racing and the sense of achievement 
you get from doing good. I’ve had 
some bad times and have suffered 
through three broken legs, a broken 
collarbone, broken ribs, a broken 
thumb and a good bit of high-speed 
induced asphalt rash. I still think its 
all been worth it. 

Have you had any contact or encour- 
agement from Freddie Spencer? 


'We used to race each other at short 


track some years ago. Freddie always 
won. I was usually second or third 
and I felt that was pretty good since 
Freddie was a tremendous rider. I set 
a goal for myself to chase Freddie 
until I beat him. I never did. He's my 
idol. To tell the truth, I believe he is 
an example of what every road racer 
should strive to be. I believe that on 
equal machinery Freddie can't be 
beaten on a road race track -- and that 
isn't just because he's from the great 
state of Louisiana. 

Have you set any goals for this sea- 
son? 

Thave at least two things I would like 
to accomplish. First, I'll be riding 
750cc machinery in Superbike events 
and want to do as well asI can so that 
when the rules change next year we'll 
be more than ready. In addition, 
we're getting two Honda V-45 Sabres 
to work on for next year as a base fora 
Formula One bike. I would like to get 
arideona(Yamaha) TZ750 Formula 
One bike this year if possible. I haven't 
ridden one, but I have done a good bit 
of racing on a 250. I would also like to 
ride a four-stroke Formula One bike 
because that's the way we'll be going 
next year. 

Have you set any long range goals? 
I guess the goal of all road racers 
should be to go to Europe and win a 
World Championship, I'm no excep- 
tion. First, though, I'd liketo win the 
Superbike Championship or at least 
a couple of races. 

I do feel I havea long future ahead 
of me, being as young as I am. I do 
have my goals set and I'm not out 
there racing for the fun of it. I take my 
racing seriously and I want to win. 
That’s the only reason to be racing.

Pearson wins fourth 
straight Boise 
Regional TT as 
Hondas dominate

BOISE, ID, APR. 23-25 


Honda's Scott Pearson won the Owyhee 
Motorcycle Club's 28th Annual Northwest 
Regional TT by outlasting Yamaha- 
mounted Steve Eklund in the 20-lap main. 


The victory was Pearson's 
fourth in as many years and 
marked a “milestone in ma- 
сһіпегу” for the famous Boise 
race. 


This was the first year the TT has 
been won by a 500cc machine. Pear- 
son, riding under a brand new Amer- 
ican Honda contract, powered his 
XR500-engined bike into the record 
books with an impressive ride. Amer- 
ican Honda-supported riders also took 
home the cash in the Novice and Jun- 
ior races with Doug Chandler cop- 
ping both the Trophy Dash and 
main for the Novices, and Randy 
Green doing a similar number on the 
Juniors. 

The weather, always a factor in the 
latter days of April in Idaho, cooper- 
ated beautifully for the Friday night 
Sportsman TT and the motocross on 
Saturday. TT Sunday turned out to 
be a nice enough day except for the 
wind which created an additional 
obstacle the riders had to overcome 
up (that's right, up!) the straight- 
away at Boise. 

The uphill straight, the wind and 
the loose track conditions all seemed 
to conspire against anyone on a 
smaller bike, but Pearson prevailed 
against the odds. The track surface 
had a cushion of about two inches of 
loose soil which may have helped the 
men on the smaller bikes and tired 
out those on larger machines. Holes 
and ruts which developed in the 
corners also gave those on less-than- 


agile bikes something else to worry 
about. A group of quality riders were 
on hand, however, and there were 
very few crashes throughout the day. 

Eklund pulled fast time of the day 
and sat on the pole for the Expert 
Trophy Dash which he won handily 
over Yamaha rider Jeff Campbell and 
Don Dodge on a Triumph. 

In the main, Pearson copped the 
holeshot only to get zapped by Eklund 
coming out of the first corner after 
one lap. Eklund looked strong and 
began to pull away from Pearson for 
the first half of the race. Then, at the 
midway point, Pearson closed the 
gap, and when Eklund's tire found a 
patch of looser stuff, snuck by to take 
the lead. 

Steve got on the gas hard, and he 
and Pearson put on a tremendous 
show while gradually pulling away 
from therest of the pack. Toward the 
end, itappeared Eklund tired as Pear- 
son stretched out his advantage by a 
couple of seconds and held it to the 
checkers. 

Meanwhile back in the pack, Ron 
Yamamoto on a 490 Yamaha moto- 
crosser was more than busy trying to 
keep the XR Harley of Frank Word 
III at bay. Yamamoto looked like a 
mad dog in a meat locker as he tena- 
ciously carved his way around the 
track to the delight of the spectators. 
Word simply overpowered the two- 
stroke, however, and left Yamamoto 
to worry about Triumph-mounted Brad 
Hurst, who holds the lap record at 
Boise. At the flag, third belonged to

Word with Yamamoto barely hold- 
ing off Hurst for fourth. Ron's ride 
gave some credibility to the modern 
two-stroke as potent TT artillery and, 
like Pearson's win on the 500cc sin- 
gle, was something of a record for 
Boise. 

'The Novice races were highly com- 
petitive with some (as always) very, 
very eager young men. Doug Chandler 
had one of, if not the, fastest bikes 
on the track amongst the 15-inchers. 
His Honda water-pumper would con- 
sistently pull most any other scooter 
it encountered toward the end of the 
straightaway. 'Course, Chandler was 
also riding it into corners longer and 
getting on the gas coming out sooner. 
It's doubtful he'll be a Novice much 
longer. 

Chandler also took his Trophy 
Dash over Dan Bennett on a Honda 
and Vince Gildner. Gildner, Bennett 
and Chandler were winners in their 
heat races, too. Local Novice hopes 
rode with Montesa-mounted Kelly 
Perkins, Denny Lee and Rick Hen- 
son on Yamahas. Perkins ended up 
sixth, Henson was seventh, and Lee 
was 10th in the main. 

The Junior class was dominated by 
Randy Green who swept the Trophy 
Dash, his heat race and the main. 
Green, like Pearson, used XR500 
equipment to do it to 'em. Pete Hames 
on a Yamaha and C. Barry Pelkey on 
a Can-Am chased Green home in the 
final. Honda-mounted Paul Iwanaga 
took second in the Trophy Dash and 
was fourth in the main. Local hope- 
ful Jerry Moore put on the best show 
of any of the OMC riders with a fifth 
place. 

The boys got a chance at the track 
under the lights for the Friday night 
Sportsman TT. Brad Hurst nailed 
the 250cc Expert main with a win 
over Honda's Mickey Fay. Junior 
Randy Green ran third in that one on 
his Honda. 


'The Open Expert race on Friday 
night saw Hurst run second to Mike 
Sullivan with Ron Yamamoto in 
third. Local fast guys Darrell Murphy 
and Pete Keller were 1-2 in the 125cc 
event on their Hondas. 

Saturday was bright and hot, a fine 
day for a motocross. The usual glut 
of Beginners mandated the running 
of three groups in the 1-2-5s and two 
groups in the 250s. There were so 
many Bs and Intermediates, the Expert 
races were about two hours late in 
getting underway. However, with 
females catching rays in string bik- 
inis on every front...who cared? 

Conflicting events on the Pro 
schedule kept folks like Bob Hannah 


(late of Sun Valley) away and left the 
local boys with a chance to “show 
'em how it's done in Boise." 

Warren “Pud’’ Hickman demon- 
strated his stamina by taking both the 
250 and Open overall wins on his 
Yamahas. Hickman worked a 2-8 
moto record for the win in the 250s 
and won the Open with a rather con- 
vincing 1-1. Yamaha support rider 
Jim Anderson from Longview, WA, 
won the first 250cc moto but was 
involved in a horrendous first corner 
pile-up in the second. Suzuki pilot 
Mark Olberding got by Warren's 
Suzuki-mounted brother Ed Hickman 
to win 250cc moto number two. 

Jim Anderson got another chance 
in the 125cc Expert race. There was 
no one named Hickman in that one, 
but there was Boise's Derrick Per- 
sonette. Riding for High Country 
Suzuki, Personette seemed on the 
very edge of disaster during his mad 
dashes down the 400+ foot “запа 
hill." The second 125cc moto (the 
last race of the day) saw Anderson 
pull off the holeshot only to be passed 
by Personette on the first trip down 
the hill. Anderson hung close for the 
rest of therace but could not quite get 
by Derrick's Suzuki. 

Saturday's motocross was wound 
down by 7:00 p.m. Beer, if you can 
imagine, was being consumed, and 
reluctant girlfriends were being re- 
cruited for a wet T-shirt contest. 
Folks were just starting to get ready 
for the big TT the next day. 

As noted, Sunday's TT race was 
not blessed with perfect weather as 
were the Friday and Saturday races. 
Long faces in the pits told a few sto- 
ries. Lew Alter, Jr. sat behind his 
XR750 H-D and looked glum. Lew, 
Boise's only Expert entry, was expe- 
riencing motor difficulties, and he 
didn't expect to do too well. He 
didn't make the transfer. 

Sonny Burres who, like Pearson, 
had won this event three times in 
years past, was busily trying to clean 
up his chain after an encounter with 
a grader-produced berm during his 
heat race. Sonny has been coming to 
Boise for as long as most of us can 
remember, and if there's a Most Pop- 
ular Rider award, he gets my vote. He 
made the main this year after coming 
back in the semi. Burres led his heat 
race briefly until losing his line (and 
several places during the aforemen- 
tioned trek into the soft stuff). 

Burres battled with Honda rider 
Arney Wick (winner of the first two 
indoor short track races at Caldwell 
earlier this year) and showed Mr. 
Wick a few TT tricks that a decade-

For one thing, the crowd seems 
looser than your typical race-type 
spectators. They're more akin to Beach 
Boys concert-goers, and though they 
might not know, or care, about the 
difference between a Jawa and a jaw- 
breaker, they root, cheer and jeer for 
the races like the crowd at the Olym- 
pic Auditorium gathered for a roller 
derby match. 

Then, of course, there are the bikes 
and racers themselves. You've proba- 
bly seen pictures of them elsewhere in 
this paper, and you know the bikes 
are spindly looking objects with big 
methanol-powered thumper engines, 
no brakes, and they are always side- 
WS MN. v ways. 

From your viewpoint in the stands, 
speedway looks like it would be a 
kick. Watching Bruce Penhall come 
from the 60-yard line in a Handicap 
heat and ride around the outside of 
other First Division riders sets you 
thinking to yourself, “Man, that was 
great!" 

After that, the Third Division rid- 
ers, the Novices of Class A racing, 
take to the track...many of them liter- 
ally. Third Division often looks like 
a diving and tumbling class. “Shoot, 
I could beat those squids!" 

Don't bet on it. 

At a recent press conference to pub- 
licize the 1982 World Speedway 
Championship August 28 at the Los 
Angeles Memorial Coliseum, mem- 
bers of the motorcycle press were 
invited to don their leathers and take 
a spin on a speedway bike. Penhall 
would be there to coach and observe; 
besides, there was a free lunch. We 
couldn't resist. 

Everything you've probably heard 
about a speedway bike is true. They 
don't feel anything like a regular 
motorcycle, that's for sure. The seat is 
small and spartan, much like a 10- 
speed bicycle seat, and is located low 
and to the rear of the bike. When 
seated, the strangely shaped handle- 
bars force your arms to extend almost 
straight out from shoulder level. The 
right footpeg is solid steel bar only a 
couple inches from the ground and is 
positioned well rearward. The left 
peg is a rubber-covered nub near the 
front engine mount. It feels as weird 
as it sounds. 

Forget about trying to grip the fuel 
tank with your knees; it is only a 
couple inches wide and hidden beneath 
the top frame backbone. What you 
see mostly in a glance downward is 
the 500cc four-stroke motor which 
looks like a throwback to the '40s

I think you’re looking at the 
wall, and it’s making you go there.” 

The next laps were better. Speeds 
were up — I think — for better or 
worse. It was a little frustrating. One 
corner would feel pretty good then 
I'd blow the other. I was getting a 
taste for it, though, and I liked it. 

When the time came for me to stop, 
I realized more fully that riding a 
speedway bike properly and at speed 
is work. My laps at attempted speed 
worked up a good sweat, and my 
right leg was stiff and cramped from 
doing what amounted to an isomet- 
ric exercise with it for about 10 Tong 
laps. 

I wanted to do it again, though; I 
had to. 

Four of my peers — Cycle World's 
Peter Egan, Allan Girdler and Steve 
Kimball and Dirt Bike's Paul Clipper 
— took their turns, each displaying 
varying amounts of daring and apti- 
tude for this animal. Good motorcy- 
cleriders don't necessarily make good 
speedway riders. 

I hopped aboard the old two-valve 
Jawa for the final ride of the day, 
determined to wick it up a bit more 
and put into practice what Penhall 
had offered. Things did go smoother 
and faster; I may have even gotten up 
to Third Division speed. It was still 
difficult to enter a corner at “speed” 
and force myself to gas it to slide and 
slow down, but I could occasionally 





put together a whole lap around the 
10th-mile track without making too 
many mistakes. 


The nirvana ended very abruptly 
going into turn three. One moment I 
was heading down the back straight, 
the next I was tumbling head over 
heels on the ground. It happened so 
quickly, I’m uncertain what caused 
it. Due to frame geometry, a speed- 
way bike does things in the blink of 
an eye, leaving the novice no time to 
react. 


With that brief introduction, speed- 
way racers gained a deeper, height- 
ened respect in my eyes. These things 
were hard enough to ride on a slick, 
dry track. It'd be even more difficult 
to take them out on a damp, race- 
prepped track with a deep cushion. 
Even my rides left me with sore mus- 
cles fora couple days from the stretch- 
ing and acrobatics needed in turns. 


Speedway racers aren't wimps. 
"They're as skilled at what they do as 
any pro motocrosser or road racer, 
but the skills they do possess are so 
different from those needed in other 
facets of the sport, that rarely can 
someone ride a speedway bike and 
any other type well. The next time 
you laugh at a group of Third Divi- 
sion riders falling over each other in 
the first turn, don't think you could 
get right on one of their bikes and 
whip 'em. e

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Profile: Dan Conway 
Texas dynamite

“Dynamite Dan" Conway is Houston's native 
born Expert motocross rider who has ex- 
ploded at the local events as well as making a 
name for himself through various Texas 







































































































tracks and at many National 
events. 

Just turning 20 years old, he 
now holds the National MX 


number 92, and has Kawasaki Team 
Green Pro support as well as being 
aided by Bel-Ray Oil, Dunlop Tires, 
JT Racing and Pasadena Kawasaki. 

Eight years of riding, training, 
winning and losing make up what 
Dan is today — championship bound! 
He started off riding a Honda XR75 
in hare scrambles and claimed many 
victories. After his father, Ray, rodea 
motocross race Dan seemed interested 
in trying his handat it. He rode in the 
Mini class for six months, always 
bringing up the rear, till he broke his 
leg and was forced to stay out for four 
months. Next came his 125cc career, 
which proved more rewarding. He 
rode a Suzuki in the 125cc Novice 
class for six months till instructor 
Bill Law (who was instrumental in 
Steve Wise's career) suggested he move 
up to the Intermediate class, where 
the riders were a little less banzai. 

Bill trained Conway and taught 
him everything he knows. Despite 
discouraging moments Bill managed 
to keep Dan moving in the right 
direction and gave him the knowl- 
edge of what it takes to become not 
just a local Expert rider but a factory 
Pro. “I trained with Bill mostly at 
Rio and he'd take me out and we'd 
spend the whole day going through 
every corner.He stressed training and 
the corners —the races are won in the 
corners. You drive in, gas around it 
and exit fast, and you've got to be 
smooth. Steve Wise helped me a lot at 
the local races. He showed me faster 
lines. I don't worry about who is 
behind me, cause he has to work 
harder to pass me, it's the guy in front 
you worry about getting by.” 

Dan admits it wasn't easy to come 
home from high school and avoid 
parties and going out with the gang, 
yet that's just what he did in order to 
attain his major goal — to be the best. 
He would train and keep motocross 
in his mind 24 hours a day, while 
learning the importance of exercise, a 
proper diet, a good night's sleep, and 
no alcohol or drugs. “Being a priva- 
teer is a full time job. You have to 
train, eat right, get the bike ready and 
find time to sleep. Not to mention the 
financial strain. Making it to the 
Nationals on the road is rough. You 
know you have a long way to go yet 
you still have to pull over and run 
and try and get some decent food to 
eat. It's really rough." Dan turned 
Pro at 15 and received his AMA 
license at 16. At 17 he traveled the 
U.S. for the 1979 AMA 125cc National 
Motocross series and placed 18th 
overall. 

In 1980 he had the 125cc National 
number of 68 and started riding 
Supercross events where he would 
place between 15th and 20th in the 
main. “Supercross is hard physically 
but more so mentally, 'cause it's so 
quick and you have to go all out. It's 
total concentration. In Nationals you 
have more time to catch up. If you 
mess up in the start it's no big deal, 
you've got 45 minutes to catch ир.” 


He also rode the annual Texas Ser- 
ies and finished first overall in the 








250cc Expert class. 

1981 was a depressing year as he 
was plagued with injuries while rid- 
ing Pro support for Honda. At the 
Daytona Supercross he got hit in the 
back and broke his right shoulder 
blade. The Houston Astrodome didn't 
go well because of his Daytona acci- 
dent. From there he went on to Hang- 
town and finished 10th overall. At 
Saddleback he was running 12th in 
the main and his right arm gave out 
so he DNF in the first moto. Dan returned 
to Texas and rode the Whitney track 
only to hit a couple of downed riders 
and reinjure his shoulder. He felt it 
best to take time off and get it back 
100%, so he laid off for six months 
and took a job to save up for his rid- 
ing and traveling expenses. He kept 
in shape by running and working out 
with weights. While he was waiting 
around for Honda to call him about 
renewing his contract, Kawasaki 
called and he accepted their offer of 
two 250s and a parts allowance. 

On his mean green mount Conway 
started 1982 off really well, and from 
January to the beginning of April, he 
has ridden in 19 local races and taken 
first in 17. He has ridden four Super- 
cross races so far and has future plans 
of attending the remaining ones as 
well as picking up on the rest of the 
205cc Nationals. 

Dan won't be traveling alone be- 
cause his father hired him a mechanic, 
Ken Moreno. Ken worked with Con- 
way for four months last year till 
Dan's accidents put him out. “Не 
keeps me relaxed by talking to me 
and does most of the driving which 
really helps out. We have a really 
good relationship. He rode Interme- 
diate, so knows what it's like to be out 
there. He took over for my dad who 
wrenched for me for the majority of 
my racing. My dad has helped and 
inspired me from the beginning, and 
he will always be there." 

On the Saturday "Dome race he 
holeshot his qualifier over Broc 
Glover and Kent Howerton and qual- 
ified fourth, moving into the main. 
There he finished 18th. “I feel I could 


: have done better in the main. I did so 


well in my qualifiers, I needed to be 
more relaxed. I wanted to do so well 
that I was just pushing too hard and 
made mistakes. Friday and Saturday I 
went down really hard but just had to 
get up and keep going. I want to 
smooth out my riding. Some of the 
Pros try to psyche you out but I just 
laugh it off. Hannah's been beat 
before and can be beat again. 

"Every time I go out I try my hard- 
est, if anything happens during the 
race I know I've given it my best. 
Everyone wants to win and if you 
don't it's natural to get depressed. It 
is how bad you want to win and I 
know I work harder than anybody 
around here to get a factory ride.” 

Nothing is stopping Dan Conway's 
determination to win on and off the 
course. His likeable personality has 
won him many friends and the admi- 
ration of his peers and fellow com- 
petitors. He plans on relocating to 
California in 1983 for four to six 
months to ride their tracks and get 
more recognition. So watch out, 
California, 'cause "Dynamite" is 
coming. е

Italian 


companies vie 
for American 


dollars

“The Italian Trade Commission will pro- 
mote its products from an export standpoint 
to try to create a balance of trade with Amer- 
ica. We pay for our oil in U.S. dollars, and 


we want U.S. dollars back," said 
Michele Bianchi, secretary gen- 
eral of the Association of Italian 
Motorcycle and Accessory Manu- 
facturers. Bianchi, in cooperation 
with the Italian Trade Commission, 
is spearheading an effort to bring 
Italian bikes and accessories before 
the American public in hopes of cap- 


turing some of the market. The effort 
is entitled “The Italian Connection." 
The initial move on Bianchi's part 
was his group's involvement in the 
Daytona '82 Expo Show held on 
March 4-7 in Daytona Beach, Flor- 
ida, during Cycle Week. A spacious 
display representing Cagiva, Fantic, 
Gilera, Italjet, SWM, Aprilia, Pirelli, 
Buzzetti and Regina was on hand. 








(+ * Our? MX" and" trials* tómpanies 


were invited to the first show," said 
Bianchi. “М/е may have more shows 
in the future, but we aren't sure. We 
are convinced our products are good. 
They have been proven in Europe, 
and the only way to prove them in 
America is to show them for many 
weeks.” 

Italian machines have proven them- 
selves in Europe. Gilles Burgat rodea 
SWM to the World Trials Champion- 
shipin 1981. Italy topped the ISDE in 
France last year on their own equip- 
ment, and Michele Rinaldi piloted a 
Gilera to third in the '81 125cc World 
Championship MX Series. 

“If you see a bike in first you'll buy 
it. To really show a product you need 
a winner, because once you show a 
bike is competitive you can sell it," 
said Romano Pisi, who was at the 
show representing Vespa of America. 

Not only does the association plan 
to show their wares in a showroom, 
they plan to get directly involved 
with racing on a National level in 
America. The Italian Sports Commis- 
sion plans to arrange an Italian/ 
American match race, where a team 
of U.S. MXers would compete against 
an Italian group of riders, both here 
and in Italy. An Italian entry in the 


"82 Trans-USA MX Series is in the 


works, and cfforts are being made to 
put an American rider on Italian 
machinery in America's National MX 
Series. 

American riders at last year's Mid- 
Ohio 125cc USGP were taking a close 
look at Gilera's works entry, and 
former Yamaha factory rider Donnie 
Cantaloupi did show interest in cam- 
paigning a Gilera in the '82 125cc 
Nauonals before he signed with KTM. 
By the end of '82 Gilera will be pro- 
ducing production 250cc MXers, and 
the company hopes to bring that 
model to America. 

To own a Gilera, or one of the 
other Italian MXers, a buyer would 
have to put out a considerable amount 
of dollars. A 125cc will retail for 
around $2,500 in America, about 
$600 more than a Japanese bike of the 
same displacement. 

As far as technology, the Italian 
bikes stay in the same league with 
their Japanese counterparts. The 
Cagiva and Aprilia models have sin- 
gle shock rear suspensions, and most 
have kept up with modern improve- 
ments such as water cooling and 
other refinements. 

"Our trials sales are expanding 
greatly," said SWM USA president 
Ronald L. Saum. “We've had heavy 
sales in the east and our sales are 
growing in the west. We've sold 50 
trials bikes since January, which: is 
quite a few. 

“SWM enduro bikes are made just 
for the U.S. There were some prob- 
lems with the European models over 
here in the past, but the new models 
are better suited to handle the mud.” 
Saum pointed out that a 175cc SWM 
was ridden to the class win in the '81 
ISDE. 

“The U.S. is the only place the 
Japanese can sell an enduro bike," 
said Saum. “Іп Europe they're almost 
a joke. SWM is re-appearing in the 
market, and so far we've seen a good 
acceptance." 

SWM's competitive involvement 
in '82 will center around Garth Wil- 
liams, who will ride a 175cc in the 
One-Day Qualifiers backed by the 
factory and Ron Lamastus, who will 
ride events in the Indiana area. 

The Italian Trade Commission 
sponsored the inaugural Italian Con- 
nection show, but it will be up to 
each individual company to bring 
their products into America and pro- 
mote them. Only time will tell if 
Americans are ready to clean sec- 
tions, bust berms and zero checks the 
Italian way. . 









Exotic Motorcycles: 
A tester’s privilege

This is a fascinating book. Pre 
and post-WWII road racer Vic 
Willoughby delivers to the 
reader his impressions of two- 
dozen bikes of the fifties and sixties 
that he tested for England’s Motor 
Cycle Weekly. Not the actual tests, 
but his remembrances of the subject 
bikes and tests. 

From NSU land speed record stream- 
liners to MV Agusta GP bikes, Wil- 
loughby tested them all during his 28 
years with Motor Cycle Weekly. For 
this book, he has chosen to reflect on 
“those that left the happiest and most 
indelible impressions on my mem- 
огу.” 

A forerunner to a handful of today’s 
testers, Willoughby was allowed to 
ride works bikes because, as he puts 
it, ‘‘...a successful racing career as a 
freelance rider-tuner had convinced 
most manufacturers that I would 
bring their priceless creations back 
intact and that my experience had 
given me a realistic yardstick to judge 
them by." He didn't always bring 
them back unscathed, as one chapter 
aptly relates, but he usually did after 
turning in hot laps that while not 
equal of the likes of Surtees, McIn- 
tyre, Hailwood and other superstars 
whose bikes he tested, were close 
enough to earn respect from the rid- 
ers, tuners and manufacturers who 
lent the bikes to Willoughby. 

NSU, Matchless, Vincent, BMW, 
Ducati, Norton, Moto Guzzi, MV 
Agusta, Ariel, Brough and DKW are 
among the manufacturers whose bikes 
Willoughby recalls in this well writ- 
ten and illustrated book. 

Another British tome imported by 
Motorsport, my only criticism is our 
review copy suffered from inferior 
binding and several pages “е out.” 
But don't let that stop you from tak- 
ing a fascinating trip down primrose 
lane with Willoughby.

MX's newest works rider

1981 500cc MX Rookie of the Year Kenny 
Keylon has seen the highs and lows of rac- 
ing, all in the course of a little over one season. 
When things looked darkest for Keylon, a 


lucky break came his way. He 
proved his worth, landed a 
Honda B (pro support) con- 
tract, moved onto a works bike, 
then aced a moto at the Texas 250cc 
National round. Keylon's confidence 
is at an all-time high. Keylon filled us 
in on where he was at when the sea- 
son opened in '82. 

“Well, first off this year I didn't 
have a thing going," said Keylon. He 
rode for Yamaha's pro support pro- 
gram in '81, but was not resigned in 
'82. “I don't know why they let me 
go. All I know is that one day Kenny 
Clark (Yamaha racing manager) 
called me and told me he had bad 
news, that they didn't have room for 
me this year in the budget. That's all 
he told me. 

“Then I talked to Greg Arnette (at 
Honda) and got bikes and parts for 


42 the Winter-AMA in Florida. I did 


pretty. well, even though J had a few 


bad breaks, and after that Honda 
flew me to a few Golden State (Cali- 
fornia) races. Then they flew me to 
Anaheim, then to Seattle (both were 
Supercrosses) and after Seattle they 
signed me to a B contract." 

In '82, there are more pro support 
riders than factory riders. on the 
National circuit. Keylon helped us 
better understand what Honda offers 
their pro support riders. "There's a 
mechanic for every two riders (Key- 
lon and teammate Ron Turner share 
the services of Ray Hunold). The 
rider flies to the races just like the 
factory guys do, and our bikes are 
ready at the races when we get there. 
We have practice bikes at home—all 
of our bikes are production models— 
and we get paid -- we're on a salary.” 
Keylon didn't wish to disclose the 
amount a support rider makes. 

Keylon's '81 season was culminated 
by his Rookie of the Year Award, but 


. when ме asked Keylon about it he 





seemed rather unimpressed with the ' 


honor. “It really meant more to me 
than I got out of it. They (the press) 
didn't honor it enough. I thought it 
was a pretty good thing, but no one 
else thought much about it.” 

Keylon has been a top rider in his 
home state of Florida for years, and 
during '81 Keylon dealt with a heavy 
transition, learning how to ride 
against National talent. His perfor- 
mance was lackluster at times, but 
moments of glory did surface, with 
Keylon ending the season ranked 
12th overall in the 500cc class. 

When '82 came around it was a 
new Keylon out there, for the most 
part dominating the Winter-AMA, 
then jumping into the Supercross 
Series with newfound ambition. Last 
year Keylon fought for a berth in a 
Supercross final; at Seattle he took a 
fifth in the final. What caused Keylon 
to show such marked improvement 
in such a short period of time? 

“The experience (from last year) 
helped me a lot, and this ride helped 
me a lot. The Honda fits me a lot 
better than the Yamahas did, and I 
have a lot of confidence in the Hon- 
das. The people I work with help me 
a bunch. Greg Arnette got me this 
ride, and he still helps me and pumps 
me up before a race. Before this I was 
on my own, but this is a team, every- 
thing's teamwork. 

“Greg has convinced me that those 
factory riders aren't any better than I 
am, and now when I get out there I 
don't think about who they are and 
what they are. Last year I thought 
about that stuff. Last year when 
Hannah was in front of me I got ner- 
vous, now I just keep gassing it.” 

When the 250cc National MX sea- 
son opened in March at California's 
Hangtown course, Keylon found him- 
self benefitting from a teammate's mis- 
fortune. Darrell Shultz was injured at 
the Houston Supercross, leaving a 
works RC250AF without a rider. Key- 
lon was Honda's choice. “1 don't 
know why they chose me, and I'm not 
going to say I'm better than the other 
Honda pro support riders. Friday 
night before Hangtown I was already 
prepared to ride a 125, and Honda 
asked me if I wanted to ride the works 
250. That was too good to turn down.” 

Keylon has gassed his way to two 
top five finishes in the three 250cc 
National rounds so far this season. 
He started the year off with a fifth 
overall at the Hangtown opener, put 
in a mediocre 12th overall at Saddle- 
back, then returned to form at Texas, 
out-running the pack for the first 
moto win and carding an eventual 
fourth overall. He was tied for fifth in 
the point standings going into last 
weekend's Florida round. 

Winning a moto at a National 
round is an accomplishment only a 
handful of riders see each season. 
Keylon didn't make a big deal out of 
it, but grinned and said, “I don't 
know, I guess I'm just gettin’ a little 
faster riding that works bike. It works 
really well and everything's just get- 
ting better. That bike changed the 
season a lot and it's going to make 
things different. I got a good hole- 
shot, and I was going to do all I could 
with it. I just stayed out front. The 
Texas track is sort of sandy like 
Florida and that helped me.” 

Motocross hasn't been Keylon's 
whole racing experience. He didn't 
evolve through the mini ranks as 
many other top MXers did, but instead 
found hare scrambling first. 

“Hare scrambling is fun, I love it. I 
think it helps me with endurance, 
builds good reflexes from dodging 
trees in the woods, and it’s a change 
of pace. You can take a weekend off 
from MXing but still get some riding 
in.” 

Florida riders have earned the repu- 


„ tation of being fast in the sand, but 








"many of them: have fallen short on 
the fast, hard packed courses of Cali- 
fornia. Keylon claims the opportun- 
ity to ride out west is all that is 
needed. “As long as I can get out 
there and try and get practice on that 
stuff I'll adapt and get as fast out 
there as I am on the sand. Last year 
my problem was that I didn't get 
much time on the hard stuff, but 
between last year and the time I 
spent out there this season I'm getting 
the hang of it." 

Most National MXers have a vision 
of someday becoming a National 
Champion, and Keylon is no differ- 
ent. He approaches the situation realis- 
tically. 

“Tt’s no dream for me, I think I can 
do it if I keep going, if I keep trying. I 
just turned 18 in November, I'm just 
starting. Things are going well this 
year, I have a lot of help, and I was 
running up there with the top guys at 
Seattle. I don't see where they're that 
much better than I am.” 

Cycle News East is associated with 
the slogan “We don't care how the 
hell they do it in California." From 
Keylon's standpoint, Californians 
sometimes don't give a damn about 
East Coast riders, either. “Yamaha 
support only picked up one guy on 
this side of the United States, Jeff 
Hicks. I think living in Florida might 
have hurt me some. If I had been out 
there in California it might have 
been a different story, I'm not sure. 
Now that the factories are helping 
the privateer guys travel more, you'll 
see more eastern guys on the circuit.” 

Keylon's father, Kenny Keylon Sr., 
has been instrumental in getting 
Kenny pointed in the right direction. 
“He's all I had for a long time. He'd 
always tell me stuff, and lots of times 
we wouldn't get along on race day 
(Keylon Sr. was and still is a competi- 
tive hare scrambler) but I think that 
helped. Instead of patting me on the 
back when I did bad, he'd get on me 
and tell me there's no excuse, that one 
day should be as good as the next. 
Now I think that way. When I messed 
up, I messed up, no one else, just 
me." 

A friend of Keylon's through the 
years, Todd Hempstead, was seriously 
injured while racing last year. Hemp- 
stead's MX career was cut short due to 
the injury. Keylon reflected what a 
similar situation would cause him 
to do. “Га still do something with 
racing, maybe be a mechanic. I worked 
on my bikes myself for a long time, 
and I think I know bikes pretty well. I 
don't know what else I'd do. I started 
racing hare scrambles when I was 
six until I was 12, and then I moto- 
crossed. All this big time stuff is 
pretty new to me." 

Keylon wished to thank all who 
got him to this point in this career. 
“All I can say is thanks to everyone 
who helped, especially my dad. There 
were so many things, like the guy 
who got me off Suzukis and onto 
Yamahas. Because of that Yamaha 
picked me up and helped me ride the 
Nationals last year. Now Honda is 
helping me out. There's a whole 
bunch of folks who got me to where I 
am." 

On Sunday, May 2, Keylon returned 
to Sunshine Speedway for the 125/ 
250cc National rounds. Keylon has 
taken more than his share of first 
place trophies away from Sunshine 
in the past, but never one of National 
caliber. This time out he hoped to 
change that. “I think I can do pretty 
well at Sunshine. I just hope I get in 
better shape by then. I can ride the 
sand pretty fast, but I got tired at 
Texas the second time out. You can't 
afford that at the Nationals." 

Did Keylon get it together at St. 
Pete and come up with a top finish? 
You'll have to read the St. Pete race

Success with Ago 


By Alan Cathcart 


Three months ago Graeme Crosby’s Grand 
Prix career hung in the balance. Rejected by 
the Suzuki team in a controversial move 
which seems bound to have season-long re- 





























percussions, the popular 26- 
year-old New Zealander seemed 
set for a season of four-stroke 
racing in the relative backwoods 
of the U.S. Superbike series. 

But since then he’s become the 
number one rider of the newly-formed 
Marlboro Team Agostini, with the 
latest OW60 square-four works 
Yamaha at his disposal, looked after 
by Kenny Roberts’ former mechanic 
Trevor Tilbury; won the Daytona 
200 in his first ride for the team on a 
TZ750; led the first lap of the Argen- 
tine GP before retiring with a run big 
end bearing; and emulated Ago him- 
self in landing a Daytona-Imola 
double by scoring a convincing win 
in both legs of the Italian 200 miler, 
defeating World Champion Marco 
Luchinelli's NS500 Honda in the 
process.

Ichatted with Croz as we relaxed in 
his motorhome after the Imola race, 
polishing off his victory champagne. 
Could what happened with Suzuki at 
the end of last year have proved to be 
a blessing in disguise? 


“T’ve certainly learned a lot about 
life the last few months — not taking 
things for granted of one thing, and 
also not allowing myself to get 
kicked in the teeth without fighting 
back. Right now I couldn't be happ- 
ier: Obviously winning two out of 
the first three races had helped a lot, 
especially when people were ques- 
tioning if I had what it took. But the 
whole set-up is fantastic — good 
mechanics, the best bike at the 
moment, and Ago: he's brilliant. 
Quite apart from the fact that his 
English is probably better than mine, 
his experience is invaluable. He has 
genuinely given us a second a lap 
each place we've raced at so far. I'd 
been used to gearing for the corners, 
following Randy and gearing it up 
and up to get the drive out of the 
turns. But while the Suzuki has better 
low end power it only revved last year 
to 11,000, whereas the Yamaha makes 
all its power at the top end and goes 
to 12, so you have to keep it up there. 
Ago realized this and made me gear 
for peak revs: he was quite right, too. 
"That's just an example — there are 
other things I'm learning from him 
all the time. He seems to have picked 
right up where he left off when he 
went car racing four or five years 


How's he getting on with Grazi- 
ano Rossi, his teammate? “Oh, he's 
great, too — absolutely no problems 
at all. He's not pushy, always very 
friendly — even get a smile in the 
mornings. We've been helping each 
other — I gave a hand pulling his 
engine apart yesterday because one of 
his mechanics was sick. That’s the 
good thing about it all: We're a very 
close team — none of this ‘T’ll look 
after my bike and you look after 
yours'. We're all working together." 


Any problems about riding for an 
Italian team? “No, except a bit with 
the old lingo at the moment, but 
we're all learning it a bit at a time, 
especially Trev, who's picked up 
enough to chat up the local signori- 
nas, as you can see right now! (He 
was!) You just understand two-thirds 
of what they say to you, and hope the 
other third is what you think it is. 
Trouble is, I catch myself speaking in 
broken English all the time!" 


How about living in the country? 
“Well, the best thing and the worst 
thing is that the food's too good: 
pizza, lasagna — vino rosso, that's a 
problem. The local stuff in Bergamo 
where Ago lives and we're based is 
fine, but I don't like that fizzy red pop 
— Lambrusco, I think it's called — 
justa bit rough. Can't remember the 
last time I had a beer — seems bread- 





sticks and vino rosso go better than 
breadsticks and Foster’s, somehow. 

“People are all so friendly, though: 
being a team based in Europe there’s 
always a lot more hangers-on than 
last year, where we were effectively a 
British team with Colonial riders 
travelling abroad in Europe where 
nobody knew us. Here it’s all very 
social, espescially round our little 
workshop. It’s in the back streets of 
Bergamo and we're living in the 
motorhome next door to it. On the 
other side is a — well, it's called a 
hotel, but really it's a home of ill- 
repute for tired businessmen.”’ 

How does the OW60 compare to 
last year's Suzuki? “Not at all really 
— it's a completely different bike — 
and so's this year's Suzuki. I was fol- 
lowing Uncini today, and the Suzuki 
was streets faster in the first three 
gears — but the Yamaha revs a lot 
higher, as I said. When I first tested it 
in Japan I didn't like the frame, so we 
asked them to make a new one with 
different head angle and stuff. They 
were a bit non-committal, but then I 
think winning at Daytona got them a 
bit fired up; next thing we know 
there's a telex saying it was arriving 
in Argentina. It came the same day 
I'd done 35 laps at Misano and con- 
firmed that we needed it. 

"Argentina was a shame really — I 
only got in one good practice session 
on the bike and then it stopped early 
in the race and I had to walk back to 
the pits dragging the bike behind me. 
No way I was going to leave it out 
there after they stole the carbs off the 
bike at Monza last year. Mind you, 
I've found them again — they're here 
today on a bike. Tell Suzuki I'll let 
them know who's got them if they 
buy me a beer — make that a vino 
TOSSO. 

“Buenos Aires was amazingly cheap 
— 9" long steaks, 3" thick for a couple 
of quid with a salad. Glad we got out 
before all that trouble started though 
— hasn't the New Zealand govern- 
ment declared war on them as well? 
The track was a bit short for a GP, 
but the surface and everything was 
great — wish the bike had lasted. 

“Daytona was very satisfying — if 
only because I rode the race exactly 
the way we'd planned it in advance, 
and it worked out. We aimed to lap at 
2:05 and hope the 500 GP bikes 
would wear themselves out — they 
did. But the Hondas were a surprise 
— nobody thought the motors would 
last at the speeds they were doing, but 
they did. It's just as well the tires 
didn't! Reckon that’s the last time 
anyone'll win the 200 without a tire 
change, though.” 

Any hard feelings about the Suzuki 
business? “No, that's all water under 
the bridge now especially with this 
set-up being so different. Coming 
from riding in a British-based team 
where I was doing most of the work 
in terms of riding, but most of the 
effort was being channelled into the 
other rider — for obvious reasons, 
because he was better at Grand Prix 
racing than I was — it'sa big change. 
Mind you, I probably made more 
money than him doing what I did, 
but it's certainly nice not to have to 
explain why I'm a second slower 
than he is when we're supposed to be 
on the same bikes. Except we weren't: 
his bike had all the work done on it 
—and rightly so — and І was just 
along for the beer, so it seemed. 

"Now I've got my own bikes, and 
I'm doing what I want to do, which is 
GP racing with the odd international 
to make a few dollars, and with a 
team manager who understands what 
it'slike to bea riderout there, because 
he was one of the greatest that ever 
lived. OK — you're right: I guess I'm 
really happy that things have turned 
out for the best after all. Who'd have 
thought it?" e

50cc of around town fun

When we asked Honda for a MB5 to use 
during Daytona Cycle Week, we weren't all 
that serious. The little screamer's cosmetics 
caught our eye a few weeks before, and when 


the word came through the 
MB5 would be waiting for us at 
Daytona's sandy shores we won- 
dered if just maybe we shouldn't 
have gone with a big displacement 
loaner. 

The first guy who rode the bike 
said it felt like he was sitting on a 
food processor set on puree. Oh boy, 
thought the rest of us, getting around 
on the MB5 might make a week seem 


like a long time. 

As it turned out, time was on the 
side of the MB5. The more we rode it, 
the more fun it became. When was 
the last time you were able to ride a 
bike wide open and play with a 
powerband that pulls right around 
10,000 rpm? We became attached, 
took the bike back to Atlanta, and 
used it for transportation, averaging 
25 milesa day. It's an economical and 
unique way to get around town, 





while having a good time doing it. 

Though only 50cc, the MB5 can't 
be classified as a minibike, or grouped 
into the high mileage scooter type of 
machine, either. The MB5 is a scaled 
down big bore that offers a five-speed 
tranny, front disc brake, nimble han- 
dling and sporty cosmetics. 

Starting the Honda isa snap. A few 
flicks of the kick starter, with choke 
on when cold, brings the MB5 to life. 
Once started the choke can be shut 
off, as it seems to have little effect 
once the bike is running. First gear 
take-offs require slipping the clutch 
to get rolling, and once underway 
first winds out in about 10 feet. Even 
when speed shifting, second gear 
seems too far away from first. Honda 
has experimented with a six-speed 
gearbox and reported good results. 

We rode the bike hard, all the time. 
Speed shifting at 10,500 rpm was the 
norm, as it was the only way our 200 
pound tester could stay with traffic. 
The bike has a top end of 52 mph, 
and a gas rating of 57.5 mpg under 
our heavy throttle hands. With a 
lighter rider and a more conservative

riding style, the MB5 will go into the 
70 mpg range. 

Getting the bike up to speed is fun, 
and bringing it to a stop is also enter- 
taining. The front disc and rear drum 
brakes do an exceptional job of bring- 
ing bike and rider to a quick halt. 

Oil is injected into the two-stroke 
engine from a reservoir located in the 
front portion of what appears to be 
the gas tank. Oil tank capacity is 1.2 
quarts, enough to keep you on the 
road for six or seven tanks of gas. A 
small viewing hole is provided under 
the tank next to the frame for checking 
the injector oil level. A tool kit tucks 
in next to the reservoir. 

Suspension front and rear is ade- 
quate. Rear shocks havea five setting 

{spring preload, which we set on still 
and the fork serves as a spring guide. 

Taillight and signals work well 
and are visible at night. So is the 
headlight, as long as the MB5 is put- 
ting out high rpm’s. The bike uses a 
generator system which puts out .066 
kilowatts at 5,000 rpm. When at idle, 
the headlight is quite dim. When 
turning over 5,000 rpm, the headlight 
is acceptable for night riding, at both 
high and low beam. The signal light 
switch has a touchy throw and takes 
some getting used to. 

The MB5 doesn't sit like a small 
bike, because it isn't. A seat height of 
31 inches coupled with a handlebar 
height of 40.4 inches makes the bike 
comfortable on short trips, The seat 
is firm and easy on your bottom. 

Concerning noise, the MB5 makes 
a bunch of it. When on the pipe it 
emits a scream that will turn heads. 
It's louder than most of the four- 
stroke road bikes on the market. 

The little Honda also does OK in 
the rain. The 2.50 width front and 
'rear tires are bicycle-like, but are well 
grooved and stick. Fenders are ade- 
quate and keep water off rider and 
bike. 

Some folks laugh at our little 50cc, 
at least until we pass them in heavy 
traffic while they are negotiating their 
heavier big bores around. We ran up 
on bumpers daily, always able to 
move with traffic. Even under WFO 
riding, the engine stayed tight. Sur- 
prisingly, the MB5 offers little vibra- 
tion, considering it cruises at 10,000 
rpm. 

When it came time for the MB5 to 
go back to Honda, we realized there 
was going to be an empty spot in the 
garage we didn't really want to see. 
Commuter bike sales are on the rise, 
and many have acknowledged that a 
smaller displacement bike is the way 
to go for a budget-minded rider.

National final for the 28th time. 

The Gardena event started back in 
1957 as a once-a-year happening and 
then in 1978 the southside oval became 
a twice-a-year affair. 

In the 27 previous outings only one 
rider, Sammy Tanner, won the race 
three times in a row. 

Now, not one rider, but two, have a 
shot at joining Tanneras a triple ace. 
And it all comes about in a most 
unusual manner. 

Florida's Billy Labrie won both 
events in '80, but missed both of the 
'81 races due to a broken leg incurred 
in the spring San Jose mile that year. 
It will be his first time back since he 
won his second in a row back in the 
fall of '80. 

Then there is Randy Goss, who 
won both events last season while 
Labrie was missing. Goss also won 
one back in '79 but was stopped both 
times the following year by Labrie. 

Goss came to Ascot for a regular 
Friday night event a few weeks ago 
and after posting perhaps his slowest 
time trial ever, came back to win the 
final against a limited talent field. 

Over the past three seasons Goss 
has probably won more Ascot half 
mile finals than any other rider and 
has to be rated over Labrie and the 
other 13 National half mile winners 
to grab the event on the 8th. 

In all the years the Ascot half mile 
National has been running they have 
never started more than 14 riders in 
the final — but they will this time 
under the new rule that allows yet 
another rider from the new Last 
Chance Qualifier. 

Jay Springsteen figures in the pic- 
ture in a big way. Jay has won the 
Ascot National no less than three 
times in the past (76-78-79) and if he 
goes to the line in the heat race you 
know he is going to be around for the 
main event. 

Jay has a chance now to get a real 
run on the all time win record since 
he won his 30th National a few weeks 
ago and broke the tie with Kenny 
Roberts. If he is healthy enough to 
ride then he could well add another 
notch in the books. 

Six former winners of the famed 
event are entered. The oldest winner 
is Gary Scott whose win dates back to 
the '72 season when he was a rookie. 
But that event was a day race, theonly 
one ever run in the long and colorful 
series. It was a day event to accom- 
modate TV and featured a narrow 
slick groove. 

Springsteen can get close to yet 
another record if he wins Ascot. Going 
in hehas 14 half mile Nationals to his 
credit. The record stands at 18 by Bart 
Markel, and it's been standing for 
over 10 years. It is logical to assume 
that if a rider has won Ascot on three 
previous occasions and has two wins 
already this season on dirt, that his 
chances are better than most. 

Jay also will be going for another 
record of sorts. Again only one rider 
has ever won the Ascot National four 
times, again it was the "Flying Flea,” 
Tanner. Stop and think how many 
talented Experts have entered so many 
times at Ascot and yet only one ever 
won it four times. It might be the 
most difficult record of all to tie or 
break. It took Sammy eight years to 
win four. He won the first Ascot back 
in '59 but was the last rider to qualify 
for the final and it was a major upset, 
especially when you consider that he 
raced a brand new machine that was 
taken out of the crate less than three 
days prior to therace. It is all just part 
of the Ascot lore that will someday be 
put into book form for all to enjoy. 

By the way, Jorgy Jorgensen, who 
upset the field at Ascot to win the TT 
last April, is one of those six former 
winners entered.

Strommer and Pfetzing bumped 
their way through the first two corners 
as the latter tried to force his way 
through along the pipe. Strommer 
held him off and assumed total con- 
trol as they raced down the back 
chute. 

Lawson went into turn three in 
fourth and came out in second as he 
got by both Ballard and Pfetzing. 
Lawson was able to close the distance 
between himself and Strommer but 
was unable to catch the San Bernar- 
dino resident, who posted his first 
IMS victory of the season. Following 
the lead duo were Pfetzing, Eddie 
Ingels (K Cycle/Hi-Point Jawa), Steve

For 
Blevins it was his second victory for 
the evening. Martin held off Flana- 
gan for second followed by Williams, 
Speaks and Doug Dubois (Harley- 
Davidson of Fullerton Jawa). 

Alan Christian protege Jordan 
Duncan took the lead from Ryan 
Evans at the end of lap two and never 
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looked back on his way to his first 
IMS victory of the season in the Jun- 
ior Speedway main. Following Dun- 
can, who came from the 30, were 
Dave Busby, defending National 
Junior Champion Ronnie Corey, 
Evans, Jaime Finch and Scott Corey. 
The entire IMS staff would like to 
wish a speedy recovery to Cameron 
Evans who required surgery after 
being injured in the Junior Speed- 
way main event at Costa Mesa on 
April 23. Everyone at IMS is looking 
forward to seeing Cameron at the 
races in the not too distant future. 
Remember, IMS will be dark on 
May 5, but there will be more action 
than anyone can handle when John 
Cook returns from England to do 
battle with the southern California 
regulars on May 12.

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Walters tops CRC 
Hobo 100 enduro

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, APR. 18 
Round three of the California 
Golden State Enduro Cham- 
pionship series was hosted by 
the California Racing Club 
with new Can-Am support rider Tracy 
Walters taking the overall win. 
Walters moved up from the 200cc 
class this year to a 250cc and responded 
by beating out Dirt Bike Magazine 
editor Tom Webb (Mai). Both lost 
just one point but the enduro was 
won at the end of the second loop 
where Webb was caught sleeping in a 
well disguised special test. Said Webb, 
"It was a great section, fooled me 
completely. It was just 3.2 miles 
from the finish and just 24 mph. I 
figured it to be just a cruise section 
and was sorta loafing when I looked 
at my clock and was horrified to see I 
was a full minute late! I started haul- 
ing and just made the finish check on 
time with two seconds to spare. How- 
ever, it was a secret check and a tie- 
breaker so I dropped a bunch of 
seconds. Tracy rode a mistake-free 
race and deserved to win." Webb was 
mounted on a new Maico 490 test 
bike. The 1981 Golden State Cham- 
pion, Dave Bertram, from northern 
California, took third overall on his 
430WR Husky. Bertram, a Husky 
support rider, edged out another Nor 
Cal rider, Jeff Irwin. Both dropped 


just two points. 

In at fifth overall, first B rider, was 
Tim Crowder with an excellent two 
point rider. Tim will probably be an 
A rider very soon with rides like that. 

The three loop, 100-mile enduro 
attracted 600 riders. While CRC is a 
family enduro circuit, the courses 
have been set up to take a point or two 
away from even the top riders, yet 
allowing the family riders to have a 
good, fun ride, an ideal combination. 

The C riders only had to ride two 
loops while the Mini and under 16 
riders only had to tackle the first. All 
three loops were right around 35 
miles each, and each loop had its own 
distinctive personality. One of CRC's 
rules is to allow no late points for two 
and three loop riders on the first loop 
to allow parents to shepherd their 
"flock" without worrying about los- 
ing points. A good idea. The first 
loop consisted of a lot of fairly flat 
terrain with a couple of “tight” sec- 
tions thrown in to take some points 
away. The only one looper to zero the 
loop, Mini A rider Todd Johnson, 
dropped just 34 seconds. The Mini 
riders dominated with Mini B Scott 
Jacobsen (Yam) losing 1:40 to edge 
out Robert Wranosky just two seconds 
back. First woman in was Caroline 
Holsted with a 1:51 score. 


The second loop came with a warn- 
ing in theriders' instructions: Lots of 
sand, trials tires and minis not recom- 
mended. And a very tricky check at 
three miles out caught a whole lot of 
riders early. Now most riders knew 
there could be a check right at three 


miles, but a tricky rocky downhill at 
2.8 panicked some riders and as they 
approached the three mile point 
through some large rocks, the check 
was hidden very cleverly around a 
slight bend where the course could be 
seen continuing on its way. Poor 
Garner Palenske (Mai), D-37 number 
one 250cc rider. He had the mileage 
slightly off and was trying to edge 
ahead and hit the check three min- 
utes early! That blew a very good 
ride, taking away a sure top five fin- 
ish. Another rider to bite the dust at 
the check was Husky-sponsored Jon 
Miller, also three minutes early. 
Palenske protested the check and rode 
the section with course layout chief 
Larry Langley. The check proved to 
be well within the .1 of a mile error 
factor allowed and the check stayed. 
The loop then continued east into 
the far end of Johnson Valley where 
most of the riders hadn't ridden in a 
while, down into the sand dune area 
and then down a nasty steep sand 
downhill. From there on for awhile, 
it was sand, sand, sand. “Better than 
good old Lucerne Valley rocks,” com- 
mented one rider. Just 3.2 miles from 
the end of the loop was the check-in 
to the aforementioned special test. 
Most riders were at least one minute 
late. First overall two loop rider, los- 
ing just one point, was Gerald La- 
framboise, an Open C rider. CRC 
referee Art Jensen has already trans- 
ferred Laframboise to B rider. Five 
riders turned in two point rides with 
250cc C rider Rick Jaeger leading the 
way for second overall two looper. 


Debbie Newland, wife of AA rider 
Greg Newland, won the A Woman 
class with a 40 point loss. 

The third loop was for AA, Aand B_ 
riders only. CRC utilized parts of the 
first loop and then split off into new 
sections for the third loop. At 3.5 
miles out a check-in kept the riders 
honest for the special test. No riders 
zeroed this 3.0 mile section, the best 
score was a one point loss. After a 
reset to get back on time, the riders 
found themselves into a tight section 
where on the first loop that had rid- 
den at 18 mph. Now they were ex- 
pected to average 24 mph and a whole 
bunch were caught when CRC set up 
a check just into the section! Those 
early points really hurt. Again the 
course split and went north into 
Johnson Valley into a little used sec- 
tion. Coming back out onto a road, 
the course went cross-country around 
a little hill where the last secret check 
was waiting. Again a number of rid- 
ers were caught early as CRC concen- 
trated on sneaky checks. o

Doug Dubach and Greg Zitter- 
kopf made the most of the Cali- 
fornia Racing Club’s small 
turnout by gathering all the 
Pro cash they could today at Saddie- 
back Park. Dubach took the largest 
pile of 125cc cash while Zitterkopf 
took a plethora of pessos by pound- 
ing both the 250 and Open classes. 


There were seven competitors in 
the 125cc Pro class, and in the open- 
ing moto they shuffled places. Harley 
Hall is a rookie in the 125cc Pro class, 
yet he was leading the others for most 
of the race. Team Green’s Tracy 
Meeks is even less experienced as a 
Pro, but he is upsetting many of the 
top riders. Meeks was running second 
while eventual winner Doug Dubach 
of Orange County Cycle was third. 
Dubach didn’t get the best start, but 
his experience made the difference as 
he knew right where to pass the lead- 
ing riders. With two laps to go, Du- 
bach slid by Meeks and did the same 
trick to Hall on the final lap. 


Dubach took a beautiful start in 
the final moto, but faced another 
dilemma a few laps later. Mark Den- 
ning, a Motocross Action Magazine 
test rider, was running second till 
Meeks passed him on a rough uphill 
section. Steve Donny fell on an uphill, 
and this ruined his chances. Dubach 
met up with Donny, and while trying 
to pass, he fell and lost his lead. Then 
it was a matter of whether Dubach 
would be able to catch up to Meeks 
and Denning, who got by. Dubach 
was able to zap Denning, but Meeks 
was out of his sights. When the 
checkered flag came out, it was Meeks, 
Dubach and Hall. A 1-2 finish gave 
Dubach the victory over Meeks and 
Hall. 

Greg Zitterkopf had one of his 
most successful days ever. He won all 


four motos that he entered. The 
Montclair Yamaha rider powered to 
the first 250cc Pro moto win. Ceet 
Racing employee Jim Brodie took 
his Honda to second while Kal-Gard's 
Craig Cable placed third. 

The final 250cc Pro moto was more 
exciting. Cable had a good start but 
slid out and moved back to fourth. 
Brodie was in second but dropped 
back a couple of places, although he 
was able to regain second and trailed 
behind the leader Zitterkopf till the 
end. Two firsts gave Zitterkopf the 
top money over Brodie and Pat Weber 
who had a 4-3 tally. 

There were only four 500cc Pro 
riders. Premier Yamaha’s Glen Sene- 
cal was the runner-up to Zitterkopf. 
Glen felt that the track had too many 
small jumps and resembled a night 
course. He wasn’t able to goas fast on 
his Yamaha 490 because of this. 

Sam Storer is yet another Mini 
Expert rider who is on the loose and 
after the 125cc Intermediate class. 
Storer isa Team Green rider, and this 
was only his third 125cc race. He did 
well in the World Mini Grand Prix, 
taking a second in the 125cc Stock 
Intermediate race. Today, he got it 
together to take first place. Storer 
won the first moto ahead of Rincon 
Kawasaki’s Jason Rincon and Ti 
Swartz. 

These competitors ran out of luck 
in the second moto. Storer had first 
place secured and was followed by 
Rincon. Then Rincon fell in a corner 
before the downhill doubles and DNF. 
Swartz inherited second, but he came 
to a halt and DNF. Ryan Roberts, 
who just won the 125cc Intermediate 
class at Ascot took over second. Storer 
had his goggles around his arm and 
looked relaxed as he came though the 
finish first overall honors. Jim Pear- 
son's 5-3 tally was one point better 
than Ryan Roberts' 7-2 tally, and that 
decided second overall.

Williams/Baliner 
bag SNRR 
endurance RR

Mike Williams and John Ball- 
ner, on their Honda-Kawasaki 
of Las Vegas-sponsored KZ1000, 
were the unofficial winners of 
the annual Southern Nevada Road 
Racers four-hour endurance race. 
(Unofficial because at this time the 
score keepers are still adding up lap 
times and checking for errors on lap 
sheet.) 

The weather cooperated beautifully 
with a balmy 80 degree day and very 
little wind for this grueling test of 
man and machine. The lead changed 
hands frequently early on in the race 
with the Williams/Ballner team trad- 
ing places with the team of Jack 
Baker/Slim Stephens on their Nev- 
ada Yamaha-sponsored Seca and the 
Kawasaki West entry ridden by Bob 
Betke and Jon Parisena. 

As the race progressed into the 
second hour, the Baker/Stephens bike 
came into the pits with a low tire. A 
quick shot of air got it back out while 
the pit crew prepared to do a wheel 
change. Two laps later, it was back 
in, and the rear tire was changed, but 
the lost time proved to be irrecover- 
able. Meanwhile, the Williams/Ballner 
bike and the Betke/Parisena machine 
were having trouble-free rides. 


Not so with some of the other 
entries. The maiden voyage of the 
turbo-charged GPz, sponsored by 
Wildlife Performance and ridden by 
Ed Malkiewicz and Phil Florian, was 
interrupted by a crash in turn three 
about an hour and a half into the 
race. After carting the remains back 
to the pits, the Wildlife pit crew got 
into some heavy frame straightening 
and general refurbishing. 

They re-entered the race way down 
on laps but determined to finish. Fin- 
ish they did, but not without more 
crash related problems. Blown fuses 
brought them into the pits twice 
more until one of the pit crew did 
some artful disconnecting with a pair 
of wire cutters! Then an oil cooler 
line broke. Undaunted, they kept 
repairing it and sending it back out. 
Hats off to this hard working pit 
crew; they ought to get a trophy for 
sheer determination! 

Alsoon the hard luck side were the 
Bruce Haupt/Tedd Brandes GS750 
and the GPz550 ridden by Lance 
Owens and Henry Tecsa. The Haupt/ 
Brandes bike fried the ignition coils 
and despite some frantic pit work, 
were forced to drop out. The Owens/ 
Tecsa entry also had to drop out 
when ultra-white spark plugs told a 
tale of a drastically lean condition. 

Back in the pack, but still within 
striking distance, were three hard 
charging teams. The High Desert 
Kawasaki team of Stephen Shelton/ 
Roy Flora from Victorville, CA, the 
Star Cycle-Kawasaki Corral team of 
Mick Frew/Pat Palmer from Tucson, 
AZ, and local riders Bill Reid/Danny 
Wagner were all dicing it out for 
position. The Reid/Wagner team had 
opted for hard compound tires for 
long wear, and the logic held good. 
The tires went the distance. Unfor- 
tunately, the poor traction offered by 
that same hard compound slowly 
moved them back out of contention. 

At the finish line, it was Williams/ 
Ballner first, Baker/Stephens second, 
Shelton/Flora third, Frew/Palmer 
fourth, Reid/Wagner fifth and the 
battered but unbowed Malkiewicz/Flo- 
rian sixth. (The Betke/Parisena team 
was disqualified when errors were 
discovered in their score keeping, a 
disappointing finish to a great ride 
by these two talented riders.)

In the 500cc class, the GS450 spon- 
sored by Wildlife Performance and 
ridden by Jim Cox and Bob Jordan 
took the class win after being chal- 
lenged frequently by the Nevada 
Yamaha entry ridden by Mike Van- 
Natta and Jody Morgan.

In the American Federation of 
Motorcyclist's first points race 
of the 1982 season, Budweiser 
200K winner Terry Statum went 
at it with Darrell White in the Open 
Modified Production at Willow 
Springs Raceway. But after leading 
for seven laps, Statum got stuck in 
traffic, and White took the win. 


Open classer Earl Roloff fought 
750cc rider Scott Gray for third over- 
all, with Gray taking it. For second 
750cc, Denny Fryer dueled against 
dirt tracker Mike Minnig, with Fryer 
taking the cleckers. In the 600cc class 
Frank Mazur led the entire race, even 
leading some of the 750s, only to lose 
his chain on the last lap. Scott Har- 
mala went on to win the trophy, fol- 
lowed closely by Bubba Shobert. 


Dave Busby, winner of the Long 
Beach Grand Prix 250cc race, took 
another 250cc win here. Brian Til- 
seth and Kevin Peltz fought over 
second, and after a tough race, Peltz 
took it. Danny Coe, in his first 250cc 
ride, took an impressive fourth place. 

In the Formula One and Two 
match, Busby flew to the win with 
1:35 lap times on his TZ250, but due 
to a technicality, was disqualified, 
and the pointswenttosecond placing 
Rich Oliver. There was quite a con- 
flict over third with Tracy Grieger, 
Jeff Hagan and Kevin Peltzall trying 
for the trophy. By the end, Hagan 
took the flag followed by Grieger 
and, taking first Formula T wo, Peltz. 

Louis Vallerga (who took third 
overall in the Budweiser 500k on his 
super-fast RD) and Champion Mori- 
waki's Whitney Blakeslee, on his 
GPz550, fought it out in 230-600cc 
Super Street, and doing 1:38 lap 
times Vallerga took the win. Four 
riders — Steve Reynosa, Wayne Mon- 
toya, Kenny Stack and Howard 
Monise — diced for third with Rey- 
nosa really having to work for it. 

The 750-Open Super Street race 
was red-flagged on the third lap when 
Brian Stulbaum's motor went away 
and oiled the track. Before the flags 
were out, three riders went down, but 
luckily none was seriously hurt. After 
the restart, it was a battle between 
Open classer Kevin Bracken and 750cc 
racer Kevin Peltz all the way to the 
flag. Bracken took the checkers, with 
Peltz second overall and first 750cc. 


There were fierce competition in 
600cc Stock Production with four 
excellent riders going for the lead. 
Aaron Post, Bubba Shobert, Frank 
Mazur and Steve Sowden diced for 
the lead until lap five when Sowden 
tried an inside pass that didn’t work, 
and he crashed out of the race with a 
broken bike and finger. That left it to 
the other three to decide the winner, 
and after a tight fight, Mazur took the 
win with Post and Shobert right 
behind. 

Jeff Legitt and Len Gambo put on 
an amazing display of riding in For- 
mula Four, with Legitt taking the 
win by mere inches. Gambo led the 
race, with Legitt right on his tail, 
until just before the finish line where 
Legitt pulled out all the stops and 
took the checkers. 

Scott Moore led the 450cc Modified 
Production race until the last lap 
when, pressured by Howard Monise, 
he got off in turn three. Right after he 
fell, Kathy White followed him off 
the track. Meanwhile, Monise, spon- 
sored by Diaz Racing and Duralube, 
took the win with Tracy DeMuro 
right behind him. 

The 750-Open Stock Production 
race had a tragic start. Mark Red- 
mond was leading at the end of the 
first lap, followed closely by Cham- 
pion Moriwaki's Mike Krolick, when 
going into turn eight (which is full 
throttle), the rear tire on Redmond’s 
bike washed out, and he went down. 
Unfortunately, Krolick was so close 
when it happened, he had nowhere to 
go, and his bike also went down. 
Krolick was hospitalized with a 
punctured lung and broken collar- 
bone. Redmond, sadly, didn’t make 
it. He will be missed by all who knew 
him. 

With at least 20 crashes on this day, 
it was evident that too many riders 
were riding way over their heads just 
to collect a few points. Listen, guys, 
you have a whole season ahead of 
you. Take it easy so you'll be around 
to finish it. 

Jim Beach has to be commended 
for the great job he did jockeying the 
ambulances to get the right one where 
it was needed as quickly as possible. 
Unfortunately, some of the turn 
workers were a little slow in getting 
warning flags out, and some riders 
went down unnecessarily. This prob- 
lem will hopefully be resolved by the

Suzuki support rider Don 
Griewe captured the victory in 
the 250cc Pro class after topping 
two handlebar-to-handlebar 
with Riverside Suzuki's Rod Brand 
tonight at Corona Raceway. 

The action began as soon as the 
starting gate dropped at the begin- 
ning of the first 250cc Pro moto.

I just attended the 125/250cc MX 
National at Lake Whitney, TX. I felt 
obliged to express my displeasure 
and those of many more. I think 
everyone who has had the pleasure to 
watch National and International 
motocross at Whitney will agree that 
it is one of the finest tracks, from a 
spectator’s viewpoint, in the nation. 
But this year, the event was ruined by 
the promoters and their excessive secur- 
ity and crowd control. 

I respéct the need for security, but I 
feel these measures were excessive. 
New chain link fence kept spectators 
sometimes 50 feet from the track, far 
beyond the old snow fence. Armed 
foot and horse patrols by the sheriff's 
department kept fans herded into 
small areas. At least they tried; spec- 
tators would return to forbidden areas 
only to be forced out again. Also gone 
was the walkway between the start 
area and the pits. This made access to 
other parts of the track much more 
difficult. 

Motocross depends on the fans, 
and these fans deserve to enjoy the 
racing, not be hassled by excessive 
security. I have seen much larger 
crowds at Whitney and much more 
track access without any problem. 
Give motocross back to the fans, not 
to the promoters.

It is hoped that by 
doing this, more of the media people 
will spring loose to cover our sport so 
that our riders will get to be a little 
better known, will cause more read- 
ers and viewers to come out and then, 
hopefully, strengthen involvement 
with the sport of motocross. It deserves 
a fair try, so for a year at least, this 
system will be employed. The A rid- 
ers, who start right after the Pros, are 
given a chance to ride longer also.

Rost, Spangler 
collect dusty 
Eugene MX wins

EUGENE, OR, APR. 25 


The weather and the racing 
were the hottest of the season at 
the Emerald Racing Associa- 
tion's next-to-last race of the 
1981-82 season. The big money win- 
ners in the Pro classes were Gary Rost 
(Herb's Cycles Yam), who aced both 
250cc Pro motos, and Joe Spangler 
(Kaw support) who made a mad 
dash to the flag in moto two to take 
the 125cc overall with his 3-1 tally. 

A good turnout of riders and spec- 
tators were treated to some excep- 
tionally fine racing and fine weather 
to boot. Only problem — the dust. 
The southern Oregon soil gets mis- 
erably dry without water, and the 
water truck went DNF so track opera- 
tor Roger Campbell elected to run 
anyway. Besides, what's a little dust 
when you are used to sloppy muddy 
conditions!, 

Race number one was the 125cc 
Pro class. National number 888 
Spangler shot off the line like a 
rocket and had Jimmy Wiant (Yam 
of Springfield) hot on his heels ap- 
plying early pressure. Wayne Church 
(Kaw), “Radical” Rodney Keller 
(Zeronine/Eugene Suz), Clay Light 
(LOP/Super Seer/Bosch Yam) and 
Mike Sommerville (Kaw) gave chase. 
The dust was so thick on the opening 
lap that you could cut it with a knife 
and still not see the light. Spangler 
had the advantage with the lead, 
sprayinga silty roost directly at Wiant, 
who was attempting to steal the lead. 

Wiant got his chance when Spangler 
slid out in the slick corners and went 
to first spot until Keller collected 
enough steam to makea move through 
the whoops, which were slick as ice 
because of the three inches of dust 
which made conditions dangerous. 
Keller pulled away from Wiant by the 
half as Church came up to put a pass 
on Spangler for third. Keller had a 
super 11-second lead on Wiant, but 
threw a chain, resulting in Wiant 
retaking the lead leaving Church in 
second, Spangler third when the white 
flag came out. 

Wiant would soon lose his lead as 
well when he got out of shape hand- 
ing Church the win. Wiant got rol- 
ling fast enough for second and 
Spangler third. Keller worked through 
traffic like a madman to swoop up 
fourth at the finish. ' 

Moto two saw Spangler again 
smoke the troops with Wiant, Som- 
merville, Keller and Church holding 
down the top five spots at the com- 
pletion of a lap. Keller moved by 
Sommerville to nab third, but Wiant 
and Spangler were pulling away 
rapidly from the southern Oregon 
speedster, the dust making it hard to 
see where the track ended. 


Spangler dazzled the crowd with 
his amazing display of speed and 
total control. Wiant was down seven 
seconds, and Keller was clicking off 
about three seconds a lap trying to 
catch Wiant, which he did by hold- 
ing it open through the barrel turn. 
Keller closed in on Spangler, but 
time ran out. Whoever won the moto 
would take the overall as well. 
Spangler took the win, but it wasn't 
easy, holding off Keller by mere feet. 


In 250cc Pro action, it was Gary 
Rost roosting the pack off the line 
and when the dust had settled, he had 
a commanding lead over Mitch Kirk- 
patrick (Moto-X Fox/Bend Suz), 
Light and Steve Williams (Herb's/ 
Yam support). Rost also used the 
dust to shut his competition off and 
held a firm lead at the end of three 
laps. Williams moved by Light and 
then Kirkpatrick to take hold of 


second, but that would be as far as the 
Pro-Am number one would get as 
Rost had a super lead over Williams, 
who was trying in vain to get a 
rhythmn built up. Rost took the win 
over Williams and Kirkpatrick. 

Moto two had Rost rally to turn 
one with a healthy holeshot over Wil- 
liams and Kirkpatrick. Williams made 
a move for first going through the 
whoops and got the lead, but exiting 
was a problem without a shift lever. 
Kirkpatrick took over the second spot, 
but Rost had the race pretty much 
wrapped up and could feel the cash 
bulging in his wallet. Rost took the 
moto win for a double moto blitz over 
Kirkpatrick who went 3-2, Williams 
(2-8), Light (4-4) and Sommerville 
(5-5).

His placings of 3-1 were good enough 
for theoverall win in Open Single GP. 

Keith, his son, said, "Now I sup- 
pose I'll have to listen to the old man 
tell me how to race in the rain, espe- 
cially since I fell down.” 

Tony Howard, in his second year 
of road racing, won the first heat of 
Open Cafe. Howard had ridden the 
bike 250 miles in the rain on the No

Oregon duck. His finishes of 1-5 were 
good for a second overall. 

The largest class by far was 550cc 
Production, with 18 entries. The field 
included six 550 Secas and seven 
GPz550s, and Yamaha fans were de- 
lighted with the white parade across 
the finish line for the first heat, with 
the first five places occupied by Secas. 
Quentin Hogan inserted his GPz 
into second place in the final heat, 
but Secas took the first four places in 
the final results. 

Mike Johnson, in his local debut at 
racing production motorcycles, en- 
joyed the advantages of a ride that 
starts and finishes a race, and won 
both heats of 550cc Production on a 
Vancouver Yamaha Seca. 

Gene Brown, a very experienced 
GP racerand OMRRA's current num- 
ber one plate, tried out a Seca himslef 
and pulled a second overall with it. 
Brown also finished second in For- 
mula Two on a TZ250, finishing 
behind his former protege, Doug 
Guthrie. Guthrie once again got away 
with running a very used TZ250 in 
the Claiming race, put a hundred 
bucks in his pocket and still has the 
TZ, presumably ready to strike again 
at the next race. 

The wet track caused a lot of crashes, 
though most were fairly gentle low- 
sides. One was not, when Brian Stew- 
art on a GPz550 got wide coming 
onto the back straight. He and the 
bike both bounced end over end for 
an breathtaking distance alongside 
the track. The bike ended up with 
hardly an undented spot on it, and 
Stewart with a broken collarbone. He 
took it in surprisingly good humor 
when a rider who had an excellent 
view of his crash awarded him a 7.3 
on difficulty of maneuver and a 10.0 
for style. 


The Formula Three class, new this 
year, provided excellent racing. The 
class includes 125cc two-stroke sin- 
gles and twins, 250cc two-stroke sin- 
gles, 450cc four-stroke singles and 
Open pre-unit four-stroke singles. 
Dean Zinter took the class on an air- 

cooled Honda 125cc GP machine. 

Jeff Doan showed he has been 
doing his homework with his RD400 
over the winter, as he took a close win 
in 600cc Cafe, the second most popu- 
lous class. Doan's bike reflects the 
results of doing the right things, care- 
fully, with a sound design. Doan can 
obviously ride it, as well.

In the first moto, Blasdell 
holeshot with Scott Tyler (Mai) and 
Jeff Cropper (O’Neal/Gresham Suz) 
falling in behind. Tyler stole Blas- 
dell's lead for two laps, buta number 
of crashes by the usually smooth 
Maico rider ruined any hopes of 
winning. Cropper scored second on 
his Suzuki with Tyler third. 

The second moto was a repeat of 
the first with Blasdell leading the 
way, holeshot to checkered flag ahead 
of Cropper and Tyler. 

Tyler returned in Open Pro to take 
both moto wins on his 490 Maico. He 
led wire to wire each moto with Don 
Gores and Ted Devol on a KTM tak- 
ing second and third in each go 
around. 

The 125cc Intermediate class has 
been thrilling to watch the whole 
season with a young Suzuki rider 


named Darryl Waddle providing the 
thrills. Waddle, who claimed the fall 
series Junior high-point trophy, 
moved up to the Intermediates this 
spring and proved he'll be one to 
watch in the future, claiming his 
second high-point trophy, this time 
in the Intermediate class. Pros watch 
out! 

Waddle won both motos of the race 
but only after a great dice in each. His 
competition came in the form of two 
district champions named Jeff Chap- 
man (Kaw support) and David 
Froembling (Hon support). Both 
riders are very good and ride the 
majority of the Northwest's biggest 
races. With this in mind, Waddle set 
out to show everyone what he is cap- 
able of. 


The first moto was very exciting. 
Froembling holeshot with Chapman 
and Waddle in tow. Chapman took 
ove on the second lap and led till the 
last lap with Froembling and Waddle 
not more than a fender's length 
behind. But on the last lap, Waddle 
made a daring pass of both riders, 
claiming the moto win. Chapman 
took second and Froembling a close 
third. 

By the time the second moto was 
on the line, everyone in the place had 
lined the track to see if daring Darryl 
could win again. Craig Timm (Hon) 
led the start, but by the time they had 
completed the first lap, Waddle had 
moved into the lead for good. Chap- 
man had gotten a bad start, and 
Froembling was trying to gain any 
ground he could in fourth. Waddle 
cruised to the win and first overall 
with Yamaha-mounted Mark Simmet 
a strong second, Froembling third 
and a hard charging Chapman fourth. 

After the race was over, Jim and 
Mercine Blasdell, the track owners, 
handed out the high-point trophies 
to the lucky winners and then treated 
all who had enjoyed the day's races to 
a delicious spaghetti dinner. One 
more race remains at Woodland, that 
being the Yamaha Gold Cup on May 
8. So until next season, have a fun 
summer.

Dave Bradley, Lance Jones and 
Ray Beach reacted fastest to the green 
light in heat one, with both Ricky 
Graham and Randy Goss in the mid- 
dle of the pack going through turn 
one. But midway through the next 
lap, Graham was out front, going 
around the outside of Alex Jorgensen 
in turn two. Graham and Jorgy 
swapped the lead for a few more laps 
as Goss passed Jones for third, and 
then it became a three-way battle. 
Graham, Jorgensen and Goss all led, 
but the final two laps belonged to 
Graham and he took the win over 
Goss and Jorgensen with a time four 
seconds faster than any other 10 laps 
of the day. 

The second heat was the Bubba 
Shobert show. After getting past fast 
starter Wayne Rainey, Shobert led 
laps two through 10 to grab a spot in 













the National for sponsors Scott Ma- 
chine, Megacycle, Sisemore and 
Bruster. 

The fight for second was a wild one 
that involved Ted Boody, Hank Scott 
and Steve Eklund. They hooked up 
in the middle laps for some three 
abreast racing before Eklund got a 
little breathing room in second. But 
at the finish, Boody was right on 
Eklund's tail with Scott a distant 
fourth. 

The third heat was Morehead's 
first chance to shine, leading a six- 
wheel freight train of himself, Shoei/ 
Castrol/Conley's H-D-backed Terry 
Poovey and Mike Kidd. Kidd turned 
the tables, though, leading the second 
lap and the fourth. Other than that, 
however, Morehead stayed in front. 
With four laps to go, Kidd lost his 
runner-up position to Poovey, and 
with only two remaining, Jeff Haney 
was starting to close in on the two 
Texans with his privateer Harley. 
When it came down to the finish, 
Kidd regained his second place and 
Poovey fended off Haney. 

Scott Parker got in front of the 
final heat, but going through the first 
turn Rich Arnaiz and Willie Crabbe 
crashed. The race was immediately 
red-flagged, and although Arnaiz was 
able to make it back to the pits — he 
appeared pretty shaken — Crabbe 
was quickly rushed to the hospital. 

Parker again was first out on the 
restart, but Gary Scott nailed him-in 
turn two for the lead. After some 
initial sorting out, two contests 
evolved. One was between Harley 
teammates Parker and Springsteen 
for the lead, the other was between 
Scott and Scott Pearson for third. 
The first battle alternated order from 
lap to lap, the second was settled 
when Pearson ran into Scott and 
knocked himself off the groove. How- 
ever, on the seventh lap, Garth Brow 
slid off in turn one and the race was

again red-flagged. Springsteen took the 
checkered flag first, but when they 
called the race official and reverted 
back to lap seven, it was Parker get- 
ting the nod.

other direct transfer. 

Semis 

S.E. H-D/Diamond Bill/Sure-Fire- 
sponsored Lance Jones led every lap 
of the first semi. Behind him Wayne 
Rainey and Hank Scott fought a 
bitterly-contested battle for second. It 
went right down to the last lap as 
Scott led out of turn four, but Rainey 
drafted him at the finish line to take 
second by a whisker. 

Scott Pearson proved to be the 
jackrabbit in the second semi. But 
Jeff Haney got around both Brad 
Hurst and Pearson to take the top 
spot on lap two. Haney continued to 
lead as the finish neared, with Pear- 
son staying close. However, two laps 
from home, Haney apparently slipped 
off the groove or ran into some other 
problem, dropping all the way back 
to sixth. Pearson and Hurst led Tim 
Mertens across the line when the 
checkered flag waved. 


Junior Invitational 

Pete Hames turned in the fastest 
qualifying time on his Storz/Bill's 
Pipes Harley with a 40.295. That per- 
formance continued into the 12-lap 
Junior Invitational. Hames took the 
point position from the start and 
never relinquished it. Steve Karsten 
and Barry Pelkey (doing very well on 
a 500cc Can-Am) followed Hames 
after the first lap. Don Howard quick- 


ly moved into second as Pelkey fell 
back in the pack, and Scott Podergois 
assumed third on lap six. The front 
runners held their positions until lap 
10, when Tom Walton crashed in 
turn one. The race was red-flagged 
and declared over. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Mike Inderbitzen and Tim Mertens 
led the last 10-lap race of the day, 
while veteran Hank Scott got a mis- 
erable start and was about sixth. Scott 
cut through to run third by the next 
lap, and followed by Billy Labrie, he 
worked his way up to lead by lap six. 
Inderbitzen stayed with the leaders, 
running a close third when they took 
the white flag. On the last lap, the 
order changed dramatically with 
Labrie leading out of the final corner 
ahead of Inderbitzen, Mertens and 
Scott. Inderbitzen nipped Labrie at 
the line to take the sole transfer, as 
Labrie was trailed by Scott at the 
finish.

Three riders went down in turn 
one, Scott Parker, Lance Jones and 
Brad Hurst, but the race ran for two 
more laps before the red flag appeared. 
By that time Parker, who also crashed 
in practice, was up and running 
behind the pack. 

Both Parker and Jones made the 
restart, but Morehead didn't get as 
good of a push off the line. At the end 
of one it was Graham, Springsteen, 
Parker, Terry Poovey, Gary Scott and 
Morehead. 

Ina repeat of their Sacramento bat- 
tle, Graham and Springer engaged in

By the fifth lap it was a tight four- 
rider pack going for the lead. Gra- 
ham had it at the moment, with 
Morehead, Springsteen and Parker 
making up the group. Gary Scott, 
Poovey and Steve Eklund ran next. 

By the 10th lap the fight for the 
lead was between Springer and Parker 
with Graham back to third. Eklund 
displaced Morehead for fourth, but 
that lasted only briefly. 

On lap 13 Morehead went past 
Graham and caught the two leaders. 
He, Springsteen and Parker went 
back and forth for several laps, as 
Parker and Graham stayed in reach 
of the draft. 

By the 18th lap, Morehead and 
Parker were doing most of the lead- 
ing. Three laps later, Parker had his 
last turn in front. Morehead took 
over the lead, and in the late moments, 
managed to break the draft of the 
pursuit. 

While Morehead was out in front, 
Parker, Springsteen, Graham, Alex 
Jorgensen made up the top five, with 
the order there varying from turn to 
turn. The last three laps found Parker, 
Springsteen and Graham wheel to 
wheel for second. 

In the end, Graham got the upper 
hand and led the two Harley team- 
sters across the line. 

“The first 20 laps went by so fast I 
couldn't believe it," grinned More- 
head after the race and a phone call to 
his mother to let her know that he 
had won. ''On the last three laps 
nobody passed me, so I just kept 





tucked in and kept going. I'd like to 
thank KK Motorcycle Supply, Cyclear 
Fairings, Steve Storz, Bill's Pipesand 
Bell Helmets for their support." 

“I didn't even think I was going to 
make it into the main event," said 
Graham, ''because in the heat race 
the clutch bearing went out. It de- 
stroyed most of the lower end; the 
transmission and center cases. Tex 
got it back together and the only 
problem was that it was hard shifting 
off the line. Then I couldn't draft 
because halfway down the straight it 
would just miss. I just got lucky and 
caught a draft on the last lap. I was in 
the right place at the right time, but 
to tell you the truth I was just trying 
to finish the race." 

Crashing twice in the same day and 
still making it to the winner's circle is 
rare, but Parker did it. “It’s been a 
helluva day; I just couldn't believe 
what happened.

AMA 125/250cc National Championship MX Series: Rounds 4/4 





O’Mara, Keylon sweep 


St. Pete

ST. PETERSBURG, FL, MAY 2 


Honda teammates Johnny O’Mara and 
Kenny Keylon ran to 1-1 scores and topped 
the 125 and 250cc classes, respectively, in the 
Mr. PiBB National rounds at Sunshine Speed- 


way. It was O’Mara’s second 
National win, his first with a 
perfect score, and the first for 
Florida native Keylon. The pair 
rode aggressively and left no doubt 
that they and their RC works bikes 
were untouchable under the strength 
sapping Florida sun. 

O'Mara's win puts him 15 points 
shy of points leader Mark Barnett in 
the 125cc standings, which will set 
up an interesting battle for the title 
when the 125cc class resumes racing 
the end of June. Keylon's win boosted 
him to third in the 250cc standings 
behind leader Broc Glover and Rick 
Johnson. 

Second overall in the 125cc class 
fell to Suzuki's Barnett, the current 
champ. Barnett put in a 3-2 perform- 
mance but lacked the runaway pace 
he displayed at Sunshine in previous 


years. Second overall in the 250cc 
class went to Honda's David Bailey, 
who tallied a pair of seconds. Bailey 
turned mediocre starts into runner- 
up finishes each time out. 

Third in the 125cc class went to 
Honda's Jim Gibson, and Yamaha's 
Broc Glover secured third in the 
250cc ranks. 

Florida once again tested the stam- 
ina of all riders, especially those who 
liveon the West Coast. Temperatures 
in the 80s, mixed with sun, humidity 
and a tough sandy course posed a 
problem for many. 

“There’s no real way to beat it," 
said Gibson. “Гуе tried coming to 
Florida early, but a few days isn’t 
enough. I'd need about three weeks 
here to become accustomed to the 
climate.” 

The track remained similar to pre- 


‚ vious years, with the exception of a 


new double jump on the back straight. 
The soft sand course quickly turned 
toa whoop saturated circuit after qual- 
ifier motos were run. The Super 
Sports promoted event drew the best 
turnout Sunshine Speedway has seen 
in recent years. An estimated 5,000 
persons attended the race. 

125cc National 

Suzuki pilot Rusty Wageman put 
Gibson and Holland in tow through 
turn one of moto one. Gibson soon 
powered his RC125 into the lead 
before the completion of lap one. 
O’Mara pulled into a tight third 
behind Californian Wageman on his 
Jim Felt tuned RC works bike with 
Kawasaki's Jeff Ward next. 

By lap three it was Gibson, O'Mara, 
Ward, Holland and Barnett with 
Wageman in sixth, fading from the 
pace. Within the next lap Gibson, 
O’Mara and Ward pulled away and 
began a battle that lasted most of the 
moto. Barnett moved to fourth, dis- 
placing Holland who was dropping 
back. Karl Jordan on a Yamaha and 
Mike Beier, also a Yamaha rider, 
came up into the 6-7 spots. 

Gibson started pulling away from 
O’Mara eventually putting eight 
seconds on him. Then Ward used a 
sweeper to get by Johnny O’, and 
Barnett started to show his strength 


by closing the gap on the front 
runners. The front foursome was 
moving through traffic by the mid- 
way point in the 40 minute plus two 
laps moto, and they were forced to 
ride on tougher lines. Holland ‘was 
still fifth, but 25 seconds behind 
Barnett. 

Then Ward was out of the hunt, 
and came around towards the back of 
the pack, finishing an eventual tenth. 
O’Mara recomposed after fighting 
through a group of lapped riders and 
reeled Gibson in, styling his way over 
the high speed straightaway jumps. 


By the white flag it was O’Mara’s 
race. He held the lead to the check- 
ered flag with Gibson and Barnett 
stabilized in second and third. Hol- 
land held fourth, and Suzuki pro 
support rider Chris Heisser worked 
hard throughout the race to claim 
fifth. Yamaha’s Eric Kehoe was sixth 
followed by Jordan and Yamaha sup- 
ported Troy Blake. 


"I wasn’t sure how much steam 
(O’ Mara) had and I was trying tocon- 
serve," said Gibson. “Riding this is 
like running a marathon. Two. 45s 
(minute motos) is all you can give.” 


“I fell and couldn't get the bike 
started," said Ward concerning his 
mishap. “I kicked until I got dizzy. 
Once you stop late in a moto like that 
you overheat. 


Holland, Gibson, Suzuki supported 
Gary Denton, O’Mara and Barnett 
went out front in moto two. By lap 
three Holland found himself only 
feet ahead of O’Mara, Gibson and 
Barnett. Once again, the front four 
left the pack behind. Roost Factory’s 
Gary Dircks, Denton and Jordan went 
into the 5-6-7 positions.

By lap four O’ Mara was on his way 
to. a perfect score, passing Holland 
and pacing to the flag without any 
mistakes. Two laps later Barnett 
worked past Gibson, but Holland 
put up more of a battle. The Suzuki 
factory rookie held his veteran team- 
mate in tow for a number of laps 
before Barnett worked by. 


O'Mara wasn't about to break his 
pace. “Yeow!” he screamed at lapped 
riders as he cut inside through a tight 
turn. By the finish he had 19 seconds 
on Barnett, with Gibson using the 
last part of the moto to take third 
from Holland. He was a quarter lap 
behind Barnett at the finish. Ward 
returned to form in moto two and 
also slipped by Holland for fourth. 
Holland took fifth and was followed 
by Heisser, Denton and Jordan. 


"I've been training so hard for this 
championship,” said O'Mara. “I knew 
what the sand here was like, and I was 
getting tired, but so was everyone 
else. I'll just keep knockin’ at the 
door. There’s eight more motos in 
the series, and I think I can make up 
the difference in points.” 


250cc National 

Donnie “Holeshot” Hansen lived 
up to his nickname as the first 250cc 
moto got off the line with Florida 
riders and Honda teammates Keylon 
and Steve Martin 203. By lap two, two 
things were certain: Keylon wasn’t 
going to let anyone stand in his way, 
and the large crowd was behind his 
charge. Keylon made his move witha 
mid-air pass on Hansen on lap two 
which broughtan even higher decibel 
level from the crowd. From there it 
was Keylon’s race. He quickly put 
ground on Hansen with his Dave 
Carter tuned RC250AF, while Martin 
maintained his pace in third. Glover 
and Bailey were scrapping for fourth 
with Kawasaki Team Green’s Billy 
Liles sixth. 


By the half point Keylon used his 
torrid pace to put 13 seconds on 
Hansen, with Martin trying to hold 
off Bailey for third. Glover was fifth 
and Kawasaki’s Tom Benolkin moved 
to sixth. 


Hansen slowed after the halfway 
point with a front wheel problem, 
but retained second for a few laps 
before Bailey moved to second by 
stuffing past on the inside through a 
sweeper. 


By the finish Keylon had 20 seconds 
on Bailey, who only had 10 feet on 
Hansen. Martin and Glover were safe 
in the 4-5 slots with Yamaha sup- 
ported Rick Johnson, a National 
winner this year, sixth. Reid was sev- 
enth, and DG backed Mark Murphy 
was eighth. 


“Alright! I love it!” yelled Keylon 
after the race. “This is my track, and 
I'll beracing here again when I'm not 
at the Nationals. What a day!” 


"] was breaking spokes and had to 
cool it," said Hansen. 


Martin and Keylon sandwiched Han- 
sen off the start of moto two and it 
looked like the trio would once again 
move out front, but Hansen's charge 
ended on lap one. He pitted while 
Honda mechanics straightened his 
bike's handlebars, then barely got 
going again—a lap down—when he 
tangled with Robert Reisinger in a 
right hand turn with both going 
down. By that time Hansen had lost 
his competitive edge and finished an 
eventual 18th. 


With Hansen's demise, it was Flor- 
idians Keylon and Martin out front, 
and the crowd loved it. Glover, Bai- 
ley, Suzuki privateer Dave Hollis and 
Benolkin had to play catch-up. 








Glover moved to second, which left 
Martin and Benolkin to scrap for 
third. Johnson and Bailey were 5-6. 

By the halfway mark, Keylon had 
25 seconds on Glover. When he tried 
to pass Hansen, who was being 
lapped, the pair got into a heated dice 
which lasted three laps. Keylon at 
that point disposed of Hansen and 
continued running away with it. 

Bailey went to work on Glover and 
set him upa number of times, finally 
getting by after the infield jump by 
the start area. In one of his moves 
Bailey tried a skyrocket jump which 
had him looking down on Glover. 
He finally used an “S” turn to get by 
for second. Johnson had been gain- 
ing ground but went down just as 
Bailey passed Glover. 

When the white flag came out a 
cloudburst drenched the course, but 
few fans left their seats. Keylon came 
across the finish line with 21 seconds 
on Bailey, who, in turn, put some 
ground on Glover. Johnson, Martin 
and LOP's Jim Tarantino followed 
across a ways back from the front 
runners. 


The crowd went wild when Key- 
lon's perfect day was complete. Many 
came over the fence to the finish area 
where Keylon was accepting congratu- 
lations. The first thing he had time 
for was a hug from his mother and 
sister and a long kiss from his girl- 
friend. 

“Г be looking back at this one,” 
said Keylon. ''I exceeded my expecta- 


.tions—I didn't think I could win 


both motos. It wasn't the works bikes 
that much either. It was having a 
works mechanic (Dave Carter) who 
has the machine properly prepared. 
I'm working out, training hard. Jeff 
Spencer, the team trainer, set up a 
program that is really helping me 
out. The hot weather is tough for 
everyone, but all those Florida fans 
got me going. I didn't know how to 
handle all the support." 

"Isaw a couple of satellites the first 
time I tried to jump past Glover," 
said Bailey. “I landed too hard, but I 
set the pass up again the next lap and 
got by. It looked like Broc was fast in 
some spots but then herested in other 
places. I knew Honda would be happy 
if I made that pass.” 

“You almost put your footpeg on 
top of Glover's head," said Johnson.

"My front end kicked out when I 
went down.”

Malherbe 
magnificent in 
French GP

Untouchable Andre Malherbe rode calmly 
through the hills of eastern France to the top 
of the world at today’s 1982 500cc MX Grand 


Prix opener. 

The superb Belgian, who 
looks more like a pop star than 
a motocross racer, began his 
defense of the title he has held 


for the last two years with two copy- 
book wins to take maximum points. 

And the only man who threatened 
his dominance was Britisher Dave 
Thorpe who set the second race alight 
by holding the lead for six laps. 

Showing ice-cool temperament, 
Thorpe turned in a performance many 
more experienced riders would have 
been proud of to fend off the World 
Champion's close attentions for a 
third of the race. 

And once Malherbe was past, 
Thorpe never put a foot wrong to 
take a career-best result in second 
spot. 

But for a fall in the first race, 
Thorpe could have collected even 
more points than the 17 which gave 
him equal second place in the series 
with American Brad Lackey. 

But for Malherbe, the second race 
would have been a British benefit, 
with British lads in second, third and 
fourth, Graham Noyce and Neil 
Hudson following Thorpe over the 





line. 

For Noyce it was a disappointing 
start to his search for a repeat of his 
title-winning 1979 season when a fly- 
ing stone smashed the fuel tap of his 
Honda in the first leg and forced him 
out with fuel starvation. 

His second outing was much more 
satisfying. A strong start saw him in 
fifth place before he slipped past Bel- 
gian Andre Vromans on lap four to 
start a long tussle with local hero 
Jean-Jacques Bruno. 

For 12 laps Noyce tried everything 
he knew to get past, but the wily 
Frenchman held him off until he got 
the worst of a close dice and fell, giv- 
ing Noyce a clear path to third and 
allowing Neil Hudson to move intoa 
striking position. 

With Bruno slowing noticeably 
after biting the dust, Hudson quickly 
nipped. by to repeat his first leg 
fourth and he was followed by lanky 
Dutchman Jaak van Velthoven and 
Lackey who had fought back strongly 
from a bad start and an early fall. 

“Not doing much of the first race I 
had to spend some time relearning 
the racing lines," said Noyce. “That 


allowed the rest to clear off and then I _ _ 


had a long fight with Bruno. It's a 
shame about the first race because I 
was going so well in the second." 

The 10 point reward his third place 
place produced leaves Noyce in sixth 
place overall, already 20 points behind 
Honda teammate Malherbe. 

Riding in his first 500cc Grand 
Prix, last year's 250cc World Cham- 
pion Neil Hudson was quite happy 
with his brace of fourths and the 16 
points which went with them. 

Neil started the first leg way down 
the pack in 14th but despite a badly 
bruised finger, courtesy of one of the 
small sharp stones which littered the 
Villars-sous-Ecot track, steadily 
worked his way through until he met 
up with Yamaha-mounted Italian 
Franco Picco who had taken up fourth 
place. 

Only after trailing Picco for almost 
half the race distance did Hudson 


manage to get by the Italian three 


laps from the end. 

A similar story second time out saw 
Hudson's consistency pay dividends. 
After another poor start when he hit 
the gate, Hudson again had his work 
cut out to carve through the field, but 
he simply kept up his strong pace 
and smooth style to inch up place by 
place. 

"I'm very happy with that as a start 
to the season," said Hudson. “Гуе 
never raced in a 500 GP before and so 
did not know what to expect, but the 
pace seemed to ease off after a few 
minutes and I just kept mine up. I 
had trouble getting past Vromans 
and Bruno towards the end. They 
were both going quite slowly but 
were staying on the lines." 

Sharing second overall with 
Thorpe, Brad Lackey looked hot in 
the opener to win a duel with Vro- 
mans for second but he lost points 
when he fell early in the second race 
trying to erase a bad getaway. 

For the 25,000 strong French crowd 
the biggest disaster of the day came 
when Bruno crashed out of the first 
leg after only four laps, and a fall in 
the second half again robbed him of 
places, leaving him only four points 
from his Grand Prix. е

Guerra grabs glory in Spanish GP

SABADELL, SPAIN, APR. 25 


Husqvarna's Mike Guerra today became the 
first American in 10 years to score top points 
in a European 250cc MX Grand Prix. Out- 
right winner of Spain's second round of the 


World Championship Series at 
Sabadell, near Barcelona, 23- 
year-old Guerra matched the 
1973 breakthrough of fellow 


countryman Jim Pomeroy on the 
same track. 

Fourth in the first moto, in which 
Suzuki's points leader Georges Jobe 
crashed on lap one and fought back 
to finish fifth, Guerra beat the Bel- 
gian fair and square in the second 
moto. 

“T just had a good start and made 
no mistakes, but the track was really 
slippery," said the American whose 
previous best efforts were third places 
at the British, German and Dutch 
GPs last year. 

Though Guerra’s glory hoisted him 
from ninth to second in thechampion- 
ship, Jobe remains the favorite to 
take the title vacated by Neil Hudson. 
Despite his sensational crash, Jobe-is 
already 17 points ahead. 

Rolf Dieffenbach, the 30-year-old 
West German who won the Spanish 
GP in 1980, won the opening moto 
on his Honda. Sidelined by a fall and 
a puncture next time out, Dieffenbach 
nevertheless finished third overall, 


beating Dutchman Kees Van der Ven 
by two points. 

Dave Watson was predictably the 
best of three Britons. He gained an 
early lead in the first race and was 
running second in the other but twice 
slid off his works Yamaha and slipped 
to seventh overall. 

After topping the practice charts 
with his new works Suzuki—appar- 
ently not fitted with a power valve 
but endowed with a disunctive mid- 
range grunt—Jobe was expected to 
clear off in a big way, Unfortunately, 
after a bad start, he crashed in a first 
corner tangle. 

American Danny LaPorte was the 
first to go down. He reckoned he was 
shunted from behind before he and 
Jobe bit the dust and Jean-Claude 
Laquaye fell on top of them. 

While LaPorte quickly remounted, 
after two other riders used him for 
traction, it took 38 seconds for Jobe to 
disentangle his Suzuki from Laquaye's 
Honda. 

His exhaust ripped off by Jobe's 
rear chain adjuster, Laquaye was 
unable to continue. But Jobe fought 
back like a lion to finish 13 seconds 
behind Dieffenbach—a gap which 





suggests the 1980 World Champion 
would probably have won by 25 
seconds. 

While Jobe completed lap two in 
25th position, Watson's chances were 
dimmed when he was overpowered 
by Spaniard Fernando "Randy" 
Munoz on a Beta. A 15,000 crowd 
went wild as Munoz held the advan- 
tage for a third of the distance when a 
broken rear chain adjuster knocked 
him out. 

Matti Tarkkonen, one of three 
Yamaha aces on water-cooled pro- 
duction bikes (only Watson and 
LaPorte rode air-cooled works mod 
els), took over when Munoz stopped 
but Dieffenbach was really flying. 

After overpowering Jaroslav Falta, 
who finished a good third on his mono- 
shock CZ, Dieffenbach threw caution 
to the winds and stormed to his first 
success for two years. “1 had no trou- 
ble passing Watson. I knew Falta and 
Munoz were not so strong. I waited 20 
minutes before going after Tarkkonen 
because I didn't want to blow my 
Honda,” he said. 

Heinz Kinigadner, one of the vic- 
tims of Jobe's remarkable recovery, 
was in the running for points until 
he tangled with a wire fence specta- 
tors had felled onto the track, and 
Vladimir Kavinov crashed into him 
and broke his throttle cable. 

Crashers on watered sections as 
slippery as skating rinks included 
Steve Russell, who beat Willie Simp- 
son downfield in the second moto 
while Spaniard Antonio Arcarons, 
one of the practice leaders, was side- 


lined by a shattered Montesa wheel. 

The second race was more clear- 
cut. Gating brilliantly with his 1982 
production Husqvarna, Guerra made 
the most of the good handling of his 
twin-shocker to lead from start to fin- 
ish. 

Hopes of a challenge from Watson 
fizzled out when he slid off while 
running second. By the time Watson 
remounted, he was behind Kini- 
gadner, Kees Van der Ven and Jobe 
whose second bad start was offset by 
progress so rapid that he picked up 
six places in five laps. 

Dieffenbach was on Watson's tail 
in seventh spot when he punctured at 
half distance—by which time Jobe 
was up to second but unable to catch 
the flying Yank. Gaston Rahier and 
Raymond Boven were involved in a 
series of crashes which put paid to 
Falta when he broke the twistgrip 
cable guide of his Czech wonder. ::®

VENRAY, BELGIUM, APR. 4 

Yamaha’s Marc Velkeneers 
opened up his points lead to a 
massive 27 points after just two 
rounds of the '82 125cc MX GP 


season, when he fled away from his 
opposition in front of his home crowd 
at Venray. But the Belgian teenager 
didn’t have it all his own way, for 
only a punctured. tire just two laps 
from home in the second moto spoiled 
Italian Michele Rinaldi’s chance of 
beating the Belgians on their home 
circuit. 

In front of a crowd estimated be- 
tween 40 and 50 thousand, Velkeneers 
took the lead in the first leg from the 
gate. The youngster settled down his 
pace at the front until triple cham- 
pion Harry Everts started to close up. 
Then he turned up the throttle again 
and went on to cross the line with a 16 
second margin. Rinaldi posted third 
spot ahead of ex-champ Akira Wata- 
nabe. 

Belgium's other top line youngs- 
ter, Erik Geboers was having prob- 
lems, repeatedly falling off and even- 
tually finishing in ninth spot. 

The second leg caused a number of 
surprises and almost caused the big- 
gest upset for the partisan crowd. 
Rinaldi was leading and looked set to 
put it over the Belgians in front of 
their home supporters. Then disaster 
struck for the rapid Italian. He picked 
up.a front wheel puncture just two 
laps from home and was forced to 
slow. Velkeneers seized his chance 
and shot through and 30 seconds 
later Honda works rider Yoshifumi 
Sugio went past into second spot. 
Rider after rider went through as 
Rinaldi struggled to get to the finish, 
hopeful of picking up some points. 

Rinaldi's luck was out and he 
eventually crossed the line in 13th 
spot—the most disappointed man of 
the meeting. 

Yuri Khudaikov's fourth place on 
the-works Cagiva was a surprise to a 
lotof people, but the Russian's stam- 
ina on the track, which developed 
ruts almost three foot deep on some 
corners, was enough to help him 
keep his pace where others around 
him were tiring. 

Everts finished sixth, admitting 
afterwards that the track had sapped 
his energy in the closing stages forc- 
ing him to slow. 

Geboers was again falling off and 
was placed eighth after remounting
